From the Baltic also we expect speedily to hear tidings of as 
much success as can reasonably be looked for iu that impracticable 
sea. Cronstadt, Sweaborg, and Helsingfors, must, we suppose, 
be regarded as impregnable; they are protected rather by their 
shallow waters than by their formidable forts. But in the mean- 
time the Russian ships which shelter betind them are imprisoned 
in useless and iuglorious inactivity: we blockade them all 
summer, and the ice all winter: they must rot in harbour till 
the war is ended. Any post may now briug us tidings of the 
capture of Bowarsund and the Aland Isles— the possession of which 
by a powerful fleet and a small army will give us permanent com~ 
mand of the Gulf of Finland, and may in all probability decide 
the conduct of Sweden. The possession of the Baltic, toc, will ena- 
able us to keep Prussia in order, should she be disposed, avowedly 
or virtually, to aid our adversary. On the whole, we fully expect 
that before two mouths have expired we shall have every reason 
for congratulating ourselves ou the brilliant success of our first 
campaign, fur complimenting Ministers on the energy and com- 
pleteness of their preparations, and for holding out to the country 
the confident hope that by a generous expenditure and a becoming 
vigour at the outset we shall have made the war not only a 
glorious but a cheap one. The heaviest expenses have been 
already incurred ; the troops have been conveyed to the seat of 
war, aud the transport service may, in consequence, be greatly 
reduced ; while the capture of Aland, Bomarsund, and Sebastopol, 
when effected, will enable us to place our naval establishment 
almost on a peace footing, and the ships and stores which these 
captures will include will do not a little towards paying the 
expenses which have been forced upon us.

Thus, the manifest effect of altering the duties is to allow the 
public to procure at a reasonable price an average additional sup- 
ply in the three last years of the series of 1,458,219 cwts of 
foreign sugar, of which in 1842-4 they could scarcely get one ton in 
consequence of the duties. At the same time, the consumption 
of British-grown sugar, instead of being lessened, has augmented 
from 4,186,807 cwts, the average consumption of 1842-4, to 
6,271,466 cwts, the average consumption of 1852-4. The aver- 
age price of the different sugars at the different periods will show 
how much the public have been benefited by the change in the 
duties, and how littlh—when the increased consumption of British 
produce, both of sugar and rum, is taken into consideration, and 
the comparative cheapness of all other things, including food, 
brought about in part by the reduction of duties and the opening 
of trade—the West India interest has to complain of in the con- 
duct of the Government, bound as it is to study the interest of 
the public, not of any class of monopolists :-—

Tae first alteration of the sugar duties was, as our readers are 
aware, made in 1845, and it consisted in a redaction of duties on 
British produce, and on foreign not slave-grown sugar. In 1846 
a further alteration was made, abolishing the distinction between 
foreign slave-grown or not slave-grown sugar, and providing 
for a further and continual reduction of duty, which has continued 
to the present year, and also a redaction of duty oa rum. The 
effects of these changes on the revenue are explained by the 
following figures, which tell the amount received in each year 
of the series 1842-1854.

Thus it is abundantly shown that opening the trade and lower- 
ing the duties have contributed greatly to the public advantage, 
while they have stimulated, not destroyed, the production of 
sugar anc rum in our own colonies. From such figures states- 
men should derive great additional encouragement to open all 
trades and reduce all duties; and the public, assured more than 
ever in its faith in free trade, instead of calling for new restric- 
tions, shou'd demand the abolition of every old restriction, and 
the reduction or abolition of every duty not indispensable for the 
services of the State. In our view the State it not served, but 
injored, by an expenditure on the great variety of objects, philan- 
thropic and others, which in modern times have engrossed the 
attention of statesmen, and seem to have become the substitutes 
for that interminable meddling with foreign trade, from which 
they were compelled to withdraw. The expenditure on these 
objects, which is annually increasing, can never justify any 
taxation, much less taxation as injurious as was the /ormer 
taxation on sugar. 


RAILWAYS.— BOARD OF TRADE REPORT. 


Tue Annual Report of the Railway Department of the Board of 
Trade for 1853, which we abridge, states the length of new lines 
sanctioned by the Legislature in 1853 at 940 miles—more than 
in any year since 1847. Of this amouut 589 miles were in 
England, 80 miles in Scotland, and 271 milesin Ireland. Among 
the most important of the new lines we may mention a line from 
anterbury, by which the communication by railway

polis. ‘The total railway authorised by Parliament to the end of 
1853 is 12,688 miles. 7,686 miles have been opened for traffic, 
leaving 5,002 to be completed; but the compulsory powers 
of 2,838 miles having expired, the length of railways for 
the construction of which Perliamentary powers exist is 
2,164 miles. Of the 7,686 miles opened, 5,848 miles are 
in England, 995 in Scotland, and 843 miles in Ireland. The 
narrow gauge, including the Irish guage of 5} feet, is 6,965 miles, 
the broad gauge 626 miles, and the mixed gauge 95 miles. 
The new lines opened in 1853 amounted to 350 miles, of which 
the principal ores are—the Oxford, Worcester, and Woiverhamp- 
ton, by which the manufacturing districts near Birmingham, the 
town of Worcester, and the important agricultural districts be- 
tween Worcester and Oxford are accommodated with a direct 
route to London; the Newport, Abergavenny, and Hereford 
Railway, and the Shrewsbury and Hereford Railway, by 
which a direct route is afforded from Birkenhead to South 
Wales ; the Deeside Railway in Scotland; the Waterford 
and Kilkenny, and Waterford and Limerick Railways in Ireland. 
The amount of capital invested in railways at the end of 1852 
was 264,165,680l, of which 161,400,256/ consisted of ordinary 
capital, 38,700,755 of preference capital, and 64,064,688/ of loans. 
The amount of money raised durivg 1853 has not been returned to 
Parliament ; itis probable, however, that the whole sum raised by 
railway companies tothe end of 1853 is not less than 281,000,000/, 
of which about 42,000,000/ is preferential capital, and nearly 
70,000,000/ borrowed on the security of the undertakings. The 
railway in course of construction on the 30th of Jane, 1853, 
was 682 miles, and the number of men employed was 37,764: 
open for traffic at that date was 7,512 miles, the number of men 
employed 80,409 ; it was 9.5 per mile in 1852, aud 10.7 per mile 
in 1853. 

The number of passengers conveyed on railways in the United 
Kingdom in 1853 was 102,286,660 ; in 1852, 89,135,729. The 
total receipts from all sources was in 1853, 18,035,879/, and in 
1852, 15,710,554. 

The receipts from goods have increased from 4,750,504/ in 1849, 
to 8,112,477/ in 1853, being 1,090/ per mile in 1849, and 1,415/ 
per mile in 1853 ; and whilst the receipts from passengers in 1849 
were larger than the receipts from goods in the proportion of 
5342 to 46.58, in 1853 the per centage of the passenger 
traffic was 47.45, and of the goods traffic 52.55. The goods 
traffic is, therefore, increasing faster than the passenger traflic. 


It appears that in Scotland the third-class traffic preponderates 
considerably, both as regards numbers and receipts. 

With respect to accidents, in 1852 216 persons were killed and 
486 injured on theraiiways in the United Kingdom, out of a gross 
total of 89,135,729 passengers. In 1853, oat of a gross total of 
102,286,660 passengers conveyed by the railways of the United 
Kingdom, 305 were killed and 449 injured. 

In the year 1852, the proportion of the number of passengers 
killed and injured from causes beyond their own control to the 
total number of passengers carried on raitways, reduced for the 
purposes of comparison to the standard of 1,000,000, was, in 
England, .14 killed and 4,3 injured per million passengers con- 
veyed; in Scotland, none killed, but 5.8 injured per million; in 
Ireland, none killed, but 3.2 injured per million; and for the 
United Kisgdom, the proportion of killed was .11, and of injured 
about 4.2 per one million of passengers conveyed. 

But in 1853 the proportion of the number of accidents to the 
number of persons conveyed by railway was greater. For re- 
ducing the numbers to the same comparative standard of 
1,000,000, the proportion of the number of passengers killed and 
injured from causes beyond their own control to the total number 
of passengers carried on railways in that year was, in England, 
.23 killed and 2.6 injured per million of passengers conveyed ; in 
Scotland, .09 killed and 4.5 injured per million ; and in Ireland, 
2.4 killed and 1.6 injured in every 1,000,000; whilst in the 
United Kingdom there would appear to have been .35 killed and 
2.8 injured in every 1,000,000 of passengers conveyed by railway. 
We may venture to say, in conclusion, that by no other species of 
conveyance are sO Many persons conveyed with fewer casualties ; 
nevertheless, we have always maintained that accidents ought not 
to take place on railways, and we still say that they cannot 
happen without somebody being in fault. 








ACCIDENTS IN COAL MINES. 
It appears by the report of the Census Commissioners, that alto- 
gether there are 265,198 persons in Great Britain employed in work- 
ing and dealing in coals. Of actual miners there are not fewer, as we 
have already stated, than 219,015, and of these 2,649 are females, 
ot whom 1,295 are under 20 years of age. ‘They work in lanes or 
galleries, often several miles in length, which they or their prede- 
cessors have driven horizontally at from 30 to 300 yards or more 
below the surface of the ground. They are liable to be tumbled 
out of the cage or basket in which they are hauled up or let down 
into she pit, to be wounded or killed by stones falling on them, 
and to be scorched, burnt, or smothered by fire-damp or foul air. 
How men are induced to submit to a'l the privations and dangers 
attendant on a collier’s life for the reward of a few shillings a day, 
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puzzles those to conceive who have a reasonable horror of work- 
ing 8 or 10 hours day after day in a hole several hundred yards 
below the earth’s surface, exposed continually to the most paia- 
fal accidents and the most crael death. Yet there are candidates 
for the work, hands are never much wanted, and even women are 
engaged in the appalling labour. Thongh we enjoy by their toils 
comfortable winter fires, and are whirled along in the steam- 
dragged carriage or wafted over the ocean in the steam-ship, are 
defended by a steam navy, and clothed by steam-driven mills, and 
can scarcely be grateful enough for a dispensation which secures 
all these public advantages—and they include mach of our civilis- 
ation,—yet, to the dwellers in-sunlizht and pure atmospheric 
air, it is apparent that the people who engage in these toils 
are, as the rule, of a limited and degraded intellect, or they are 
compelled by some imperious necessity or habit to submit to a 
mode of life more appropriate to the burrowing fox or the prairie 
dog than human beings. What Eugland would be without their 
labour, it ie difficult to conceive. Some New Zealand, perhaps, for 
some more fortunate people to conquer, who possessed amongst 
them a race of men like the colliers to supply them with coals from 
that vast reservoir of power which Nature has placed for man’s 
use in the bowels of the earth. We are never tired of extoiling 
our poets, our philosophers and inventors, our adventurous voy- 
agars and our great naval and military chiefs—and well they de- 
serve our admiration,—but greatly as they may have raised the 
fame of Britain, she could not have achieved her greatest works 
without her coal and her colliers. 

The men and women, to whose irksome and dangerous labours 
the nation is so much indebted, appear, from the ** Report on 
** Accidents in Coal Mines,” recently published by the House of 
Commons, as might be expected from their engaging in such 
work, to ve careless, ignorant, and foolhardy. The report speaks 
of intelligent representatives of the colliers, but the committee 
declines to recommend at their request the establishment of sub- 
inspectors of mines taken from the class of overmen and other 
subordinate officers in the collieries, becanse the committee 
cousider that the object of the miners will be accomplished by 
the recommendation to employ an iucreased number of inspectors. 
The evidence, however, which probably weighed with the co:m- 
mittee—which has no confidence in the “ butties,” the practical 
overmen—goes to show that good, trustworthy overmen are ex- 
tremely scarce. The best of them are described as not men of 
education. Speaking of South Wales, Mr Dobson, a miuing 
engineer, says—'‘ [t}is almost impossible to get overmen or under- 
“viewers in whom you can place confidence in very dangerous 
** mines. I have several overmen who can neither read nor write, 
“* but they are the best I can get.” So Mr Wynue, the Go- 
vernment inspector, describes the ‘‘ butties as of a grade very 
“little removed from the common workmen. They are work- 
“men.” Thus, the workmen are indirectly described as low aud 
degraded, and the buities, under-viewers, and overmen as only 
a little better than the bad. The men and women who per- 
form for the nation the most useful labour of getting coals, 
like the bulk of the other labouring classes, are in a low, 
ignorant, and degraded condition; and, much as we may 
lament it, persons in a superior condition could obviously not 
be obtained to do the work which is necessary for our safety aud 
our glory. Tae inquiry into the eccidents in mines, into the 
sufferings of this class of men, is only a branch of the general in- 
quiry continually going on into the condition of the labouring 
classes in England ; and lamentations over their hardships cau 
oniy be a part of the general lamentation and the general dis- 
content which are continually urging on improvement. 

In colliery works, as in all other works, there are a compara- 
tively small number—colliery owners, lessees, lacdowuers and 
others—who obtain the chief pecuniary reward, and who do not 
always take those precautions for the safety aud well-being of the 
multitude which it is supposed they ought, and which iu the ead 
would be for their advantage and the advantage of all. In fact, 
fortunate colliery owners and enterprising lessees are very often 
ignorant of the best means of managing collieries. We must not 
be surprised, therefore, at ignorance in the working wen. Even 
committees of Parliament, after making elaborate inquiries, do 
not seem to be thoroughly well informed. A committee of the 
Lords, for example, which inquired into the subject some time ago, 
‘* called attention to the steam jet” as a means of obtaining a supply 
ofair; and **a committee of the House of Commons, in ** 1852, re- 
** ported in favour of it, but since that time,” adds the present com- 
mittee, ‘* investigations and experiments on a much larger scale 
“ have been instituted by Mr Nicholas Wood and others, the re- 
‘“* sults of which, together with the evidence before the committee, 
‘* have led to an opposite conclusion, and induce the committee to 
‘“* think that, especially where the coai lies at a considerable dis- 
‘“‘ tance below the surface, and the shafts are consequently deep, 
‘“‘ the furnace is the most effective as well as the most econowi- 
“cal mode of ventilation.” The two former committees of the 
Lords and Commons took up the “ steam jet” on the recommen- 
dation of wen of science: further experiments have proved tit 
these men of scieuce were in error. Thus, amongst al! classes, 
from the common workman to the man of science, there is a waut 
of correct knowledge, and the infereuce is very naturally drawa, 
both by witnesses and the committee, that it would be extremely 
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hazardous for the Legislature so to interfere as to relieve coal- 
owners ard coal mine lessees from the responsibility that now 
weighs on them. They are now bound to watch over their own 
concerns, and provide in the best manner in their power for the 
ventilation, safety, and proper working of the mines, and in pro- 
portion as the Legislature takes this duty on itself it will inflict 
injury on the public. 

The committee—not entering into the inquiry asa branch of the 
general subject, the dependent condition of the great multitude 
—has properly confined its attention and recommendations chiefly 
to the mechanical and scientific means of ventilating mines. It 
does not recommend, however, any particular system of ventila- 
tion : it only recommends that no colliery should be without some 
artificial means, and that the power should be given by the 

lature to enforce this recommendation. It, at the same 
time, recommends that the number of inspectors should be in- 
creased and their salaries augmented, though one of the wit- 
nesses—Mr John Evans, the principal manager of the Dowlais 
Iron Works—states, “‘ that up to the present time the inspection 
“has been a mere burlesque.” Another witness states, “ that 
“ more accidents have happened since inspectors were appointed 
“ than before.” The inspectors have had such wide districts 
placed under their control, and have been so puorly paid, that 
the impossibilty of performing their duties properly, while they 
must live, has induced them to slight the public service, and look 
after emolumeuts from private sources. Appointing more and 
giving them larger salaries are the su remedies for these 
evils ; but, considering the immense extent of the collieries and 
mines, together with the fact that the inspection, to be useful, 
must comprise an examination of all the gear at all times em- 
ployed in the mines, a continual supervision of the state of every 
mine, as to the preservation of the air shafts, the walls, &c., sng- 
gests a doabt whether the whole thing will not remain a burlesque. 
To make it effectual, there ought to be two or three inspectors,for 
every mine ; and if the Government is to take care that no acci- 
dent happens in mines from damaged ropes and broken down 
walls, it must also have inspectors to see that everything is 
right in every railway train. 

For the effectual prevention of accidents nothing will suffice 
but an improvement in the moral condition of the bulk of the 
colliers. The testimony of many witnesses is, we are happy to 
say, favourable to the colliers. They are learning more and 
becoming better. The women, naturally alarmed for the safety of 
their husbands and the welfare of their children, take a great in- 
terest in the subject. Coroners’ inquests, when accidents occur, 
are closely watched, and proprietors and others are held up to 
opprobrium if they neglect to take proper precautions for the 
safety of the men. Mr Wynne, an inspector, says the men are 
far more alive to the danger they run than they were a few years 
ago. Mr Dunn, another inspector, says the collier’s insensibility 
to danger “arises from his constant dependence on those who 
“ are taking care of him.” To take more care of him is to make him 
take less care of himself, and the more he is looked after the 
more improvident and careless he will become. The question 
seems to us more worthy of investigation under its moral 
bearings than under the bearings of mechanical appliances to 
ventilation. When such an investigation is accomplished, and 
the condition of the colliers shall be inquired into as a part of the 
condition of all the manual labouring classes, they will probably 
be treated different!y; and then this class of men and their peculiar 
industry, 80 essential to the national comfort, safety, and progress, 
will be considered, like other classes of men practising other 
equally useful industries, as best regulated by the laws which 
grow from the circumstances of their calling. They will then, 
like farmers and merchants, be told and trusted to take care of 
themselves, to look after their own safety, to make their own 
bargains, and to blame only themselves if they go down a pit 
with worthless gear, or work in a pit which an ignorant or greedy 
proprietor will not so ventilate as to secure it from an explosion.

The subject of the adulteration of coffee has had considerable attention on 
my part, and I can assure you I shall feel greatly relieved by a just settlement 
of this question. 

It must be apparent, that to successfally carry through an agitation of this 
nature, over a period of 3 years,an expenditure has necessari/y been incurred, 
Up to 1852 a portion was met from a fund subscribed and under the trust of 
Mesers Frith and Tennent. Since that time I regret to easy other charges have 
accumulated, and under the same trust Mr Thos. Baring has recentiy headed a 
farther subscription list towards their discharge. 

So far as I am concerned, I must leave this portion of the question entirely 
in the hands of thore connected with, or interested in the welfare of the colony, 
I somewhat fear lest it should prove to be the want of funds that will prevent g 
just settlement of the subject. 

In applying for a Parliamentary committee, it will be highly necessary to 
be prepared to meet any expenditure that may consequently be incurred. [ 
have endeavoured to learu the probable expense, but opinions are so conflicting 
that I dare not venture an estimate. 

The only advice I can presume to offer is, that the Ceylon fund sbould be 
augmented to the greatest possible extent, and that the same should be placed 
at the disposal of Mr Thomas Baring, to meet such or other expenditure. 

R-garding farther proceedings, I have seen Lord Torrington on several occa- 
sions ; the subject has been brought under the attention of Aberdeen; but 
at the present moment the war question claims the undivided attention of 
Ministers, and consequently any movement in the upper house must somewhat 
be left undecided as to time. { beg that you will receive my as-urance, that 
having ventured thus far, I will spare neither time nor energy to promote 
what I have hitherto aimed at; namely, a fair, just, and final settlement of 
this long-agitated question.—I have the honour to be, your very obedient ser 
anvt, Cuarces H, Burton.

THE WEATHER AND THE CROPS. 
Tux very critical stage in their growth which our grain crops 
have gone through during the!past week has afforded muchanxiety. 
At the end of last week the weather was wet and gloomy, and 
most of the heavy crops of grain have been somewhat beaten 
down. The weather bas since changed, and reaping has become 
general, though there are still indications that the weather has 
not quite settled. Amougst the wheat there are undoubtedly a 
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grext many blighted ears, even upon the best farmed lands, while 
op land out of condition the proportion of blight will make a 


| serious deduc*ion from the yield. Barley and oat crops seem to 


be unaffected, and large crops of both will be gathered. The 
somewhat copious fall of rain has effected great improvement in 
the pastures an the mown meadows, which had began to demand 
moisture with great urgency. A few extracts from local reports 
-wil] put the reader in possession of the state of rural affairs in 
various districts. The Mark Lane Express report from Berkshire 
says :— 

The heat quite checked vegetation : the pastures became much parched, the 
Swedes and turnips brought to a standsti/l. On the other hand, the weather 
completely suited the wheat, and brought it onto harvest in some places, where 
the farmers began to cut on the 3tst of July. We do not, however, expect 
reaping to hecome general before the 7th of this month. The wheats have gone 
on well lately, and are likely to prove a fair average crop. The tops of the ears 
are better filled than usual; but there are not so many corns abreast as we 
sometimes see. The crops upon the clays are not sufficiently good to make it 
an abundant crop. Barleys are looking remarkably well, and shou!d all things 
go on favourably, we «xpect a large yield, and of good quality. The thunder 
storms have laid it much ; but the ear is too fully developed to be injured by 
that. Oats vary, but on the whole will prove a fair crop. Peas are good, and 
the forward sorts are housed. Beans are much affected by the blacks—many 
fields have heen ploughed up, and altogether the crop is inferior. Tares for 
feed are mostly coneumed, and those left for seed are well kidded. Hay-mak- 
ing is now almost conc!uded, and those persons who have backward meadows 
are most fortunate in having fine weather to make their hay. A great quantity 
has been stacked in fine condition, and of a beautiful colour. 

The Northamptonshire report states :-— 

The harvest has commenced with early peas and oats on some forward land, 
but will not be general before the 14th of this month, and seems likely to be 
ready nearly all together, owing to the wheat being generally as backward as 
the spring corn. The prospects for the wheat erop are favourable, but it cannot 
be considered at present safe from mildew; and many pieces of the late sown 
and thin wheat are likely to be affected by the present wet weather, presenting 
already a dark and unkind appearance. The barley crops are generally good, 
especially on the land sown early. Oats arealso a full average crop. Beans 
and peas are very promising, excepting where the former are injured by the 
black fies The turnip crop will be much benefited by the late rains, and a 
large breadth of land was sown. Some pieces have lost plant lately with the 
wireworm, and many crops are affected with the emother-fly under the leaves. 
Mangel-wurzel is not good, owing to the dry weather at the early part of the 
season. Potatoes are going on favourably, and no indication of disease, The 
hay crop bas been a failure, the early crops being both light and injured by the 
wet weather, and on a considerable breadth of land in the backward districts 
the crop is still in the field. All kinds of stock sell freely, and we have rather 
more inquiry for wool, Labourers are plentiful, and we have also a cousi- 
derable number of Irishmen passing throughout the county. 

By the Cambridgeshire we are told :— 

The crop of wheat is not generally heavy, but it promises well; blight and 
mildew so far are but very partially beard of. We must not, however, be tov 
sanguine—the crops are not eufficieutly advanced to be proof against the-e 
calamities ; but we never like to forestall disasters. The face of the country is 
looking well, The barley in this county is an abundant crop, and bids fair as 
to quality. Soalso of oats, with few «xceptions. Beans vary much. The 
backward sown crops, and more especially on the lighter and weaker svils, are 
much «mitten with the black fly; while on the better bean land, and where 
timely sown, some of them are promising well; so that the failure is by no 
means gener}, but upon the whole decidediy below an average crop. Peas 
are wry fine, and are being cut in excellent order. Turnips, with but few ex- 
ceptions, have planted well, and the recent raine have set them up for some 
time tocome. The second crop of clover has also started well, and ander good 
cultivation is making a fine crop. Potatoes also promise better than for years 
past, for the preseat disease is the exception and not the rule. A few here 
and there betray symptoms of blight, but fortunately they are few and far 
between. Beef and mutton are etill selling at fall prices. Store stock is 
lower. 

It is stated that in Cambridgeshire steam-engines for thrashing 
are coming into use, and that horse-machines are at a discount. 

The Surrey reporter says :— 

If much grass was injured, more has been secured during the fine weather ; 
and thus, upon the whole, the hay harvest may be pronounced superior to that 
of 1853. Some fine barley was cut mear Croydon on the 3lst day; but opera- 
tions are again at a standstill, in consequence of tlie electric rains, which com- 
menced on the 3ist night, and still continue. As the temperature remains 
genial, and the sun was powerful till the afternoon of each day, the parched 
grass and clover wi!l soon revive, and the root crops derive amazing bene fit 
from the showers that fall so opportunely. Mangold has improved of tate’; 
blanks are filled up. Planting of rape, &c., went on at the time when the 
parching weather set in; but they must now be progressing under these soak- 
ing showers. The wheats are euperb, though in a few places we have noticed 
some red rust (called red gum), which has partially injured the grain in the 
ears 80 affected, It is local on. On the other hand, there are large pieces of 
wheat, so peculiarly fine, that people talk of and visit them. 

The report from Cumberland says :— 

The land is more completely saturated with wet than it has been since last 
winter. It has had the effect of lodging much of the heavier wheat, and will 
be so far unfavourable to that crop, which has acquired a good deal more bu'k, 
in consequence of the showery weather in June than it appeared to get pre- 
vious to the coming of the rain. At the commencement, and during a great 
part of the period for blooming, the weather being rather boisterous and wet, 
and not favourable for that process, has had the effect of causing blight, which 
appéars more or less extensive, according to situation, stage of growth, and 
other circum-tances of the crop. At the time of shooting, it was observable 
that there was a much larger quantity than uswai of black heads. There are 
complaints of a part of the wheat being thin on the ground ; but a good deal of it, 
allowing for the above drawback, was looking very well, and had the weather con- 
tinued fine and forcing ae it wae during last week it would probably have been not 
only good, both in quantity and quality, but would have been much earlier than 
at onetime expected. Should the weather again become fine, it wil! make some 
amends forthe il! effects of the last few days; but, under any circumstancer, 
the harvest will be late —there is not yet the slightest appearance of its chang- 
ing colour. Barley is looking pretty well, and offers to be a fair crop. The 
ging colour, but will be longer in being fit for 

Oats will be a good crop; and as dull, 
shewery weather, and not too forcing, is rather favourable than otherwise to 
led, and yield weil from the sheaf. A 
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large breadth of potatoes was put in, and those that were early planted before 
the land got eo dried by the dronghty weather in April, got well away, aad 
many of them continue to exhibit a very promising appearance. 

In Durham, 

Vegetation has made rapid progrese. When we last wrote, we stated that 
crops in general did not betoken an abundant hervest, but from sufficiency af 
moisture and remarkably favourable weather the wheat erop has thickened on 
the ground, The ears are full and wel! headed, and occupies beyond its usual 
breadth. We have no hesitation in stating that it is above am average crop. 
Barley is an abundant crop where early sown, and with fine weuther it will soon 
be ripe. The oat crop is various. On light friable soils early sown the crop is 
good, and where land was late in being ploughed and not pulverised by the 
frost, the crops are of two growths, and will be very late and h«zardous. Pre 
vious to the rains a short time ago they appeared like bare failows. The bean 
crop is quite a failure. It has been attacked with the black louse, Peas hays 
improved considerably ; they are growing too much straw, which is injurious to 
the yicld. Potatoce.—A large breadth has been planted this season ; but the 
stems appear small and delicate. We are sorry in having to observe that the 
disease is again complained of. We never witnessed the turnipcrop more gene 
rally good than it is this season, From the long-sontinucd jdrought in the 
spring the land was well prepared aud in fiae condition in the spring, and rain 
comiug at the time when required, the seed vegetated strong and heal: hy, and 
have never been attacked by enemies. UHoeing has been an expensive pro 
cess this season. We do not remember in any year where the land has been so 
much infested with annual weeds as the present, and during the moist weather 
they were difficult to destroy.

SPIRIT OF THE TRADE CIRCULARS. 


(Prom Messra Witherby and Hanson's Circular.) 
London, August , 1854, 

The arrivals of currants since our report of the 7th ult. consist of 
about 75 tons direct from Cephalonia, and a few tons from the Conti- 
nent. Since the end of March the deliveries for consumption, which had 
previously dwindled down to about 160 tons per month, have steadily 
increased, and continue favourable. In July 525 tons were cleared for 
consumption, and 180 tons in bond, of which 52 to colonies, 93 to Con- 
tinent, and 35 coastwise; in all 705 tons delivered in July. Our July 
report respecting the forthcoming crop appears to be fully confimed, and 
as the present prices, especially of low and middling fruit, are much be- 
low those which prevailed here last summer, and led to such large 
early supplies, it seems probable that shipments to this country will be 
much delayed, and, therefore, that the autumn exigencies of the trade 
must be supplied principally from the existing stock. The most healthy 
symptom of the article is, that whatever is now sold to the trade is taken 
into immediate consumption, whereas the large operations of August last 
were solely speculative, and produced no diminution of stock. The 
clearances of raisins in July were 262 tons for home consumption, 
against 675 tons in 1853, and 238 tons for export; in all 500 tons. The 
consumption of the United Kingdom during the first six months of this 
year was 3,225 tons, against 4,120 tons in 1853, and against 3,410 tons 
in 1852 during the corresponding period. Black raisins have been a 
little more inquired after, and at Liverpool higher prices have been ob- 
tained for export. It is to be hoped that, as has been the case with 1852 
and 1853 currants, the prejudices against this article will eventually be 
overcome. Low fruit has been sold at 16s to 18s, and good at 26s to 27s, 
in small quantities. In other descriptions no alteration, and raisins in 
general are dull of sale, and prices nominal. 








(Prom Messrs M. Clark and Sons’ Circular.) 
London, August 4, 1854, 

Respecting wines, the general result, comparing this year with last, is 
an increased import of 731,413 gallons, equal to an increase of about 
7,300 pipes of all sorts, an important feature, seeing that the half-year’s 
imports of 1853 were nearly double those of 1852. Imports from Spain, 
Sicily, and France have increased considerably; while from Portugal, 
Madeira, and the Canary Islands they have fallen off. The export is 
stationary, showing but a small decrease. Since our last monthly ad- 
viees of 7th July our wine market has not shown much activity, and 
transactions generally have been limited to actual wants, principally in 
consequence of large stocks held by the trade, Old port wines, with 
quality, are still very scarce, and command high rates; 1851’s are in 
plentiful supply, but holders firm, knowing the value of such wines for 
bottling, and feeling confident that the demand for them must sooner or 
later revive. Low sherries have been looked after,and any parcels of 
clean marketable quality meet a ready sale. White Capes have been 
much in demand, and are very scarce. Red wines are more plentiful, 
and not so much inquired for. Red Lisbons, French and Spanish reds 
are also in fair demand, but the high prices at which they are held pre- 
vent any large transactions, the trade being hardly prepared to pay the 
advance that the accounts from the wine-growing countries induce im- 
porters to expect.

The Indian letters of the 14th June, conveying intelligence of heavy 
rains in some important districts of Bengal, which threatened in- 
jury to the growing indigo plant, caused some of the export 
houses to make further selections from the bought-in lots. Beyond 
these movements, no change has occurred. For home purposes no 
additional purchases are reported, nor is there any alteration in prices. 
Several of the bought-in lots, andof the cheapest part ofthe July sales, re- 
main unsold. Since the termination of the sales the indigos have been 
taken away pretty freely. The deliveries, which had seriously fallen off | 
to the end of May, have in the last two months proceeded upon a full 
average scale. The clearances for home use in seven months have 
equalled the average of the same months in the five 
while the exports, submitted to a similar compariso 
2,700 chests, the greater portion of which may be a 
the Russian market. The early arrivals of the Ben 
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(21,935 chests against 13.385 last year), and a restrained export trade, 
account for the temporary accumulation of stock. 








(From Messrs M' Nair, Greenhow, and Irving's Circular.) 
Manchester, August 8, 1854. 

Beyond the prevalence of a slightly improved feeling to-day, the mar- 
ket generally exhibited little or no change from that of this day week. 
Upon some descriptions of mule and water twist, however, an advance 
of an $d per Ib was realised above what could have been obtained last 
week. Warps, twist, and pin cops were again in good demand at very 
firm rates; upon some kinds of them, indeed, an advance of an 4d per ib 
had also to be paid. In low India sbirtings, more particularly 6 lb and 
7 lb, which were offered at 5s 3d and 6s 3d respectively, little or nothing 
was done. Altogether, with these exceptions, cloth was exceedingly 
firm, with an upward tendency on some kinds. The aggregate amount 
of transactions in cloth and yarns will have varied very little from that of 
this day week. 


Soreiqn Correspondence. 


From our Paris Correspondent. 
Paris, August 10, 1854. 

The public feeling was strongly excited a few days ago by the state- 
ment in the English Times, of the departure of land forces to the Crimea 
to attack Sebastopol by land, whilst that fortress would be bombarded by 
the allied naval forces. But strong doubts are now entertained about the 
correctness of this information. Direct despatches from Varna, of July 
29, announce that soldiers have been sent in transport vessels, but their 
number is not sufficient for the purpose stated by the English press. It 
is probable that they will try to land upon the coast of the Crimea, but 
they will not push forward against Sebastopol before fortifying themselves 
on the coast. As to transporting at once 100,000 soldiers, it would be 
impossible, and it is singular that such a statement should be seriously 
made by the Engiish press, All the transport vessels which are at the 
disposal of the allied armies would not be sufficient to carry at one time 
all the artillery which is necessary for such a heavy work as the attack of 
Sebastopol by land. It is probable, however, that something serious will 
be done before the end of the campaign, both in the Black Sea and the 
Baltic; but the armies will be obliged to take their winter quarters, and 
the fortresses of Cronstadt and Sebastopol will not be seriously attacked 
before next spring. The allied armies will only take strong positions at 
Bomarsund and on some point of the Crimea. 

The Austrian papers announce that the Russians will leave Moldavia, 
and return over the Pruth to their own territory, and this piece of news 
has revived the apprehensions about the future co-operation of Austria. 
That Cabin-t will send its armies into the Principalities, but only with 
he intention of enforcing the renewal of diplomatic negotiations, and 
preventing the renewal of active war. It was said yesterday that the 
Austrian Cabinet was about to enter into the Anglo-French treaty of 
alliance, when it was apprised of the total retreat of the Russians, and 
it hesitated accordingly to give its final signature. 

Our Government is, however, determined to hear of no new proposal 
from Petersburg, unless the Czar consents to abandon all his peroga- 
tives in the Black Sea and the mouths of the Danube; and it is an- 
nounced that a new levy of 50,000 recruits will soon be decreed. These 
new soldiers will be sent to Lyons, and the regiments who are at this 
time quartered in that town and its environs will be sent to Gallipoli and 
Andrinopolis. But General Castellane, who commands at Lyons, and who 
was designed to be sent to the East, declared that he apprehended dis- 
turbances in Lyons, in consequence of the misery of the working people, 
if the troops were removed at present. 

Indeed, the present condition of our provinces gives some uneasiness to 
the Government. Trade is completely at a stand, the operatives have no 
work, and food of every kind is so very dear, that they are great 'y excited. 
They must pay 2d and 2$d per ponnd for bread and 7d or 8d per Ib for 
beef, and they earn on average 2s per day for their whole family. It is 
true that the present crop is abundant, and there is a hope that the price 
of bread will soon decline, but they will still suffer for several months, 
as the stocks of flour ayd wheat are at a very low ebb in all the markets, 
and they must wait until the new breadstuffs are ready for sale. 

The population is besides terrified by the cholera, which is indeed 
frightful in several departments. You have learned that half the inhabi- 
tants of Marseilles have deserted that town from fear of the epidemic. 
But there is a greatnumber of other localities which are also visited by 
the scourge, and the inhabitants are stricken with terror. All the 
towns, villages, and hamlets which border the Paris and Strasburg Railway 
are full of cholera. The epidemic is frightfalat Gray and in the districts 
of Gray and Blesme. There is a little hamlet near Blesme which had 90 
inhabitants. They have all perished by the cholera except the curate, an 
old woman of 65 years, and several inhabitants who left the hamlet. 

Since our Government have raised their last loan of 250 millions of 
francs, they have already published decrees granting credits to the navy 
and the war departments for about 350,000,000f, and it will be impossible 
to avoid a new loan, which must take place as soon as the Treasury is no 
longer able to negociate Bons du Tresor.

Hatr-past Four.—The Moniteur published this morning a note 
stating that Russia has notified to the Cabinet of Vienna the complete 
evacuation of Moldavia and Wallachia. Nevertheless the Count de 
Buol has exchanged no'es with the Ambasadors of France and Eng- 
land, in consequence of which Austria demands the same 
as England and France to make peace. She, moreover, takes the en- 
gagement, until the general peace is established, not to treat with 
Russia unless it grants these guarantees. 

This note has given great steadiness to the prices of our stocks, 
which have generally improved.

THE BANK ACT OF 1844, 
_ To the Editor of the Economist. 

Sir,—The selection of 14,000,000/ for the authorised circulation of 
the Bank of England was not adopted from any peculiar apposite- 
ness in that sum for the purpose in view. It was, in truth, an arbi- 
trary choice, adopted without reference to any abstract priociple. 
There would be, therefore, no violation of principle or consistency,for 
any departure from the spirit of the Act of 1844, in either increasing 
or dimivishing that amount. Experience bas shown that in 1847, 
that period of universal panic and distrust, the Bank circulation 
never fell below 18,780,000/. It is safe, therefore, to assume that 
almost uoder no conceivable circumstances could the circulation fall 
below this point. Tested by this most convenient and irrefragable, 
because involuntary standard, and fortified by the further fact that 
the privileged circulation of the English provincial banks has been 
reduced since 1844 about 706,000/, and will diminish still more as 
time rolls on; the deduction is inevitable from such premises, that 
the authorised circulation of the Bank might, with the utmost safety, 
and with great advantage to the country, be considerably extended 
beyond iis present limit. This extension should be based on Govern- 
ment securities, but whether on Consols, Exchequer bills, or Trea- 
sury bonds, the Bank directors themselves should be left to determine. 
The applicatiou of the profit from this additional circulation would 
become a matter of paction between the Government and the Bank. 

There have recently been murmurings and remonstrances from 
some of the English provincial bankers in reference to the restric- 
tions contained in the Act of 1844. Their grievances, however, are 
neither new nor formidable; indeed, by many statesmen and econo- 
mists, their complaints would be considered arguments to show the 
effective working of the present system. What though their circu- 
lation may have increased inconveniently from the late unexampled 
activity in business, accumulation of wealth, and high prices? ‘T'hat 
proves nothing more than that, at certain periods and under peculiar 
circumstances, sovereigns and Bank of Engiand notes must perform 
the functions of a local currency. By such an arrangement the pro- 
vincial banks may be shorn of a portion of their profit, but the 
country itself indubitably gains. Let the amount of the local issues 
be once more, as of yore, free and unshackled, experience tells us 
wholesome activity would soon be transformed into rash speculation ; 
paper, instead of the representative, would soon become the substi- 
tute for capital. In short, by allowing even a discretionary power 
to the provincial banks in reference to their issues,—say, expansion 
one day on account of high prices—asnother, from manufacturing or 
commercial activity—and a third, from agricultural enterprise,—the 
whole question would, in fact, be conceded, and the Legislature 
would just in effect be telling the country to prepare for ao early 
repetition of the convulsions of 1825, 1837, and 1847, aggravated in 
intensity by the present ramified system of credit and by the enor- 
mous increase lately in monetary operations. 

But from another point of view, these objections have no real 
weight. The English banks of issue have always the privilege of 
basking in the sunshine of the Bavk of England. Exhaust their 
own issues, they then can employ Bank of Eagland notes at will. 
These notes they obtain from their customers in the ordinary course of 
business, or the Bank of England willsupply them for fixed periods 
on moderate terms. Here isa 1eserve currency,if I may so term 
it, for the banks, without the responsibility or obligation of providing 
even for its convertibility. The Scotch banks have no such privilege ; 
their extra issues in every case must be supported by specie; the 
public with them, but not with their English neighbours, might 
refuse to be paid by Bank of Eugland paper. 

The English provincial banks may, moreover, both purify and 
strengthen their circulation by borrowing from the Scotch banks 
their system of exchanges, At present their monthly averages 
must be most unnecessarily increased by one bank holding the notes 
of another bank, in place of gettiag rid of them by stated e. 
as is the case in Scotland, leaving only to be returned as in circula- 
tion what really the public, ia contradistinetion to other banks, de- 
mand and absorb. Divide tor the purpose of a uniform system ef ex- 
changes Eogland into four or five districts. In each town the several 
banks would exchange with each other, and for the balances a draft 





at sight might be given — one or other of the banks in the town: 


that district are finally adjusted 

settled, For the settlement of the balances, and as a secarity fo 
the payment of the notes in the hands of cathenging banks, <0} 
bank in proportion to its circulation might [one quota of Ex- 
chequer bills or bonds. These would be for this special 
purpose with one particular bank, and the so tar 
as practicable, settled by the transfer of 
bank to another, each bauk being bound at all times to hold a cer- 


tain amount of Exchequer bonds or bilis, paying for their purchases 
of such bonds or bills, eo as to keep up their quota by a draft 
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London agents at three days’ date. Judging from the experience of 
Scotland, such a system would economise the circulation nearly one- 
third. Indeed, it would form an improvement on the Scotch plan; 
for most anomalously some of the issuing bauks there, though enjoy- 
ing all the benefits, are not at present called upon to farnish Exche- 
uer bills, or otherwise to become parties directly to the exchange. 
oreover, it happens that this device for settling the exchanges, as 
practised in Scotland, gives no security to the banks or the public for 
the payment of the notes in cireulation, or even for the due honour 
of the drafts granted for the purchase of Exchequer bills. On a 
sale of bills the property is at once transferred to the purchasing 
benk, so it might happen, as has occurred ere now, that in exchange 
for bills a draft might be received which would turn out worthless, 
These defects in the Seotch system have been palpable for years, 
but the want of harmonious action among the banks hasjhitherto pre- 
vented the application of the very simple remedy, 

The excess in the issues of the Scotch banks, resting entire/y on 
specie, experience would seem to. have demonstrated that the simit 
fixed in 1845 was too narrow. Influential bankers urged on Sir 
Robert Peel that the average of the circulation during the months of 
May, June, November, and December, when almost all monetary 
transactions are settl«d in Scotland, should determine the limit. He 
declined to make any alteration,—restriction, not convenience, even 
though based on equity, being then the great desideratum. In prac- 
tice, it seems indefensible that the Scotch banks twice a year 
should be put to the annoyance and expense of bringing from and 
sending back to England 200,000/ of gold, simply and solely to meet 
these termly payments. This gold is never kept, the general business 
needing no such permanent support. It is an expensive, though only 
a half-yearly visitor. 

The number of branch banks in Scotland has hitherto been deemed 
an advautage rather than an objection. Under section 22nd of the 
Bavk of England Charter Act, though never intended to apply to 
Scotland, an annual license duty of 30/ has been exacted for every 
branch planted since the passing of thatstatute. This is so impolitic 
and so contrary to the declared intentions of the Legislature, that 
when this Actcomes to be revised it cannot be doubted tbis restriction 
will be repealed. Except in these two cases, Scotch bankers, it may 
be safely said, have no real grievauces. The Scotch Joint Stock 
Bank Act, now in the course of amendment, does not come within 
this category, its enactments being permissive, not imperative. In 
fact, there is no bank in Scotland at this moment carryiog on busi- 
ness under its provisions.—I am, &c., J.

MR EDWIN CHADWICK. 
To the Bditor of the Economist. 

Sir,—I have read with much pain the agticle ia your last number 
on the Board of Health. Permit me, in justice, less to Mr Chadwick 
than to the public (now to be deprived of his services), to state some 
aspects of the question which have escaped your attention, 

All practical reformers know by exrerience that to take an active 
and prominent part in the reformation of class abuses, is to convert 
every individual interested in them into a personal opponent. This 
is 80 certain, that afair estimate of the usefulness of a public man has 
often been formed by the number of his assailants ; and it used to be 
held a reason for our standing by such a man, turning a deaf ear to 
his detractors, and at least assisting to enforce for him the old 
English privilege of fair play between himself and bis enemies. 
What, however, is the lesson we are told to approve in the conduct 
of the House of Commons? A persoual attack, of which the animus 
is not to be mistaken, is made on Mr Chadwick, in a place where he 
cannot be present, and without any evidence tendered of maleadminis- 
tration, or any opportunity given him, by referring the case to a 
committee, of defending himself, a loose and vague charge of general 
unfitness for office is accepted, and acted upon as proved. 

Is this the kind of justice the Economist would advocate as the 
precedent to be followed by some future adverse majority against 
the Board of Trade, or a fit rule to govern the judicial condemnation 
by the Legislature of the members of any other Government depart- 
ment ? 

Some new man is now to enjoy the fruits of labours he has never 
shared, and his appointment we are to regard asa triumph over the 

rinciples of centralisation! I respect the zeal of the Economist 
for local institutions, but Iam unable to assent to the ethics or the 
logic of this proposition, An allegation against a public officer of 
having exceeded the powers of an Act entrusted to him to adminis- 
ter, ought only to be made on the authority of a petition or memorial 
of parties thereby aggrieved. Which of the numervus constituencies 
voluntarily placed under the Board of Health has presented any 
such petition or memorial ? 

If no act of undue interference can be shown, and the faul' lie in 
the provisions of the Act for the Health of Towne, the Act itsulf, and 
mot.ts originator, is the proper object of attack. It is not by substi- 
tuting a board of one for a board of four that the evil is to be reme- 
died. But who thinks of repeeling the Health of Towns Act—a 
measure which, instead of suppressing local government, has created 
180 local beards, with powers of usetulness never before conferred 
pon: local bodies? Ne one. Watch the proceedings of future ses- 

sions respecting» that Act,and you will see its application not re 
sofheqeetnn’ eens dnasied in dah one of aduplatenrnslis sbijiitaitiod: tab 
99 i i is pot one of administrative or, ation, bu 
Of narrow jealousies ; and decided on grounds of likes and dislikes, 
which:would bea reproach to the lowest of our criminal courts. The 
triumph achieved is not one of self-government, but of bureaucratic 
inertia, The principle it has consecrated is the maxim of Talley- 
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rand—“ point de xele,” or in the new form in which it has been pro- 
pounded by Lord Seymour, that of “ do as little as possible, and that 
little not till you are compelled.— Your obedient servant,

OUSE OF LORDS, 
Friday, August 4. 
[CONCLUDED FROM OUB LAST.) 

After some discussion on the ticket of leave system, the Commons’ amend- 
ments in the Oxford University Bill were considered, when such of their lord- 
ships’ amendments as hed not been adopted by the lower house were not per- 
sisted in. The Bribery Bill passed through committee, 

Several other bills were forwarded @ stage, after which their lordships 


adjourned. 
Monday, August 7. 

The Bribery Bill was read @ third time. 

On the motion that it shou'd pasr, the Marquis of Clanricarde revived the 
objections tothe clause which permits the payment of the travelling expenses 
of voters by the candidate. He moved an amendment on this clause, readering 
it illegal to pay euch expenses. To this Lord Redesdale of jected, as well on 
the ground that their Jordships should not introduce suci: amendments in a bill 
deliberately adopted by the other house as that the clause was necessary to 
prevent a preponderant influence accruing to the inhabitants of towne, The 
Duke of Newcastle admitted the force of Lord Cianricarde’s arguwente, but 
doubted the effect of his amendment, and propoxed that, instead of reversing 
the decision of the Commons, the clause should be altogether struck out. To 
this Lord Campbell and other lords assented, and, though Lord Cranricarde 
pereisted in his amendment, it was defeated, the clause was struck out, and 
the bill passed. 

Many other bills were forwarded a stage without discussion, and their lord- 
ships then adjourned. 

Tuesday, August 8. 

The house was engaged for some time in considering the amendments 
introduced by the Commons into bills which had received their assent, and in 
divcussing # number of measures which bad been brought up from that house, 
The most remarkable of these were the Public Health and the Metropolitan 
Sewers Bills, both of which were passed, the stan:ting orders being su-pended 
in consequence of the urgent necessity for their being brought into operation. 


Wednesday, August 9. 

The house held an exceptional sitting for the purpose of advancing some 
bills through a stage of progress. 

Earl Fortescue having moved the suspension of the standing order which 
would bave prohibited the further proceeding with the Russian Government 
Securities Bil), 

The Dake of Newcastle expressed his assent to the measure, but observed 
that under the existing law avy dealing with, or contributions to, the loan of 
an alien enemy, by & British subject, rendered the offender liable to the penalty 
of bigh treason. 

The standing orders having been suspended, the bill was read a second time 
and committed. 


Several bills relating to the militia were read a third time and passed.— 


Adjourned. 
Thursday, August 10, 

The Royal assent was given to varius vilis by commission. 

Lord Campbell introduced the subject of the statue of the poet Campbell, 
which remains excluded from Westminster Abbey in default of the payment 
of 200: in satisfaction of the ciaim made by the Dean and Chapter. 

Lord Aberdeen entirely sympathis:d in the »dmiration of the poet’s talente, 
and the respect e for his memory, bat suggested that a contribution 
from those who shared these feelings, to which he would bear his part, would 
be more appropriate then a grant of the public money. 

The Marquis of Clanricarde entered into a criticiam of the manner in which 
the war had hitherto been carried on, and defended by the example of M: Pitt 
the course he bad taken in watching jealously the conduct vf the Government 
ip this most important branch of their duiiery, He denied that our blockades 
had hitherto been so effectual as might have been expected from the great 
force at our dirposa!, and complained especially that we hud no adequate furce 
of gunboate of emali draught in the Baltic, or any vessels carrying mortars from 
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which a bombardment, in the proper sense of the term, could be carried on. 
His lordship having next alluded to the course taken by Austria, 

The Earl of Clarendon explained that the delay in producing the Austro- 
Turkish treaty arose from some tectwical omission, which would shortly be re- 
paired. Respecting the conduct of Austria, he felt assured now, es in times 
pact, that her hearty co-operation was secured to the Western Powers ulike by 
her honour, her dignity, and her interest. The anticipation of movement on 
her part had already occasioned the Russian armies to retreat, and the British 
Ministry had le rned only two days previously that Prince GortschakoT had 
received orders from the Czar to evacuate both the Principalities. Austria had, 
no doubt, taken her own time and mode for engaging in actual hostilitier, but 
it must be recollected that the interests at stake on her part were very exten- 
tive, aud that the organisation of her existing army of 300,000 men had pre- 
sented gigantic difficulties. The Western Powers, on their side, had proceeded 
in perfect independence of the Vienna Cabinet, and had not incurred an hour’s 
delay in any military undertaking by waiting for Austria to settle or declare her 
course of action. Lord Clarendon added, that from notes lately interchanged 
between the British and Austrian Governments, it appeared that the latter were 
equally determined with ourselves not to accept peace on the basis of the s/atus 
quo ante, He proceeded to comment upon the effects which had already been 
produced upon Ruesia by the war, and submitud that the damage inflicted 
upon the commerce of that country was likely to make a wider impression on 
the people than could have been accomplished by the capture of Cronstadt or 

. Vindicating the general energy and sincerity of the Government 
in the ion of hostilities, he reiterated the assurance that their efforts 
would never be relaxed until an honourable peace could be concluded, and no 
peace would be considered honoaralile which did mot secure the dignity and 
independence of the Ottoman Empire. 

After a few words in reply from the Marquis of Clanricarde the subject 


dropped.—Adjourned. 
Friday, August 11.° 

The Royal assent was given by commision to several bills, 

The Earl of Clarendon laid upon the table of the house a despatch from 
Her Majesty’s Consu!-General of the Havana, in reference to the slave trade.

On the order for going into committee on the Encumbered Estates (West 
Indies) Bill, 

Sir J. Pakington made a strong appeal to the Government on behalf of West 
India proprietors, with reference to the hurricane loant. He complained of the 
terms imposed upon them in their depressed condition, although the country had 
been more than repaid the outstanding balances of the loans by the fall in the 
price of sugar, which had ruined the holders of West India estates. He en- 
treated the Government not to press for the full payment of the loans; the 
amount, he thought, should be reduced in the same ratio as the estates had di- 
minished in value. 

Mr J. Wilson explained the general principles which the Government had 
laid down under the acts passed for the extension of payment of these loans, 
and which had been acted upon, he said, in the most liberal epirit. Out of 59 
estates, 41 had been brought to a settlement satisfactorily by composition, sale, 
or settlement. When a dona fide bolder of an estate, who was indebted under 
a loan, with a desire to come to a settlement, made a proposition to the Ex- 
cheguer Loan Commissioners, it was met in the most liberal spirit. 


Sir G. Grey said the law had placed the respon-ibility of recovering these 
debts in the hands of the Exchequer Loan Commissioners, and all he, as the 
Secretary of State for the Colonies, could do was to collect from the West In- 
dies all the information he could obtain as to the condition of the colonie<, and 
refer it to the Treasury and the Commissioners. The course pursued was to 
consider each individual case upon ite own merits, and the fairest consideration 
was given to every proposal. While there was no desire to press with undue 
— upon parties, the Government were bound to look to the just claims of 

e Country. 

After some observations from Mr Hankey and Mr V. Scully, the house went 
into committee on the bill, the clauses of which were agreed to. 

The Legislative Council (Canada) Bill and the Customs Bill likewise passed 
through committee. 

The Castoms Tariff Acts Coneolidation Bill was read a second time. 

The Rassian Government Securities Bill was read a third time and paseed.— 


Tuesday, August 8. 

J. Russell moved that the Lords’ amendments to the Bribery Bill 
be agreed to. Referring to the question of travelling expenses, the 
relating to which had been struck out in the upper honse, the noble lord 
ed that Parliament must hereafter define in what degree the payment 
of such expenses should be legalised. 

Lord Hotham was surprised to find that Lord J. Russell wished them to adopt 
achange which removed a clause be had himself proposed.

Lord Hotham renewed his opposition to the bill as amended, and moved 
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the adjournment of the house, but the motion was negatived on division, by 
$4 votes against 16; majority, 68. 

Motions for adjourning the house or the debate were renewed alternately 
and pressed to divisions, on which they were negatived by considerable majo- 
rities. Finally, the further opposition to the stage of the measure was with« 
drawn, upon the understanding that the duration of the measure shonld be 
further restricted to a single year. Lord J. Russell having -iguified his assent 
to that modification, the Lordy’ amendments to the bill were agreed to. 

On the order for considering the report on the Consolidated Fund (Appro- 
priation) Bill, 

Mr Lucas took the opportunity of urging a question, of which he had given 
notice, touching the appointment of the late special commissioner of income 
tax in Ireland. The hon. member followed up his query by a prolonged 
detail of circumstances tending to show that the functionary alluded to (Mr 
Edward O'Flaherty) was not fitted by his pecuniary and social position for 
holding the very responsible office which had been entrusted to him. Allud- 
ing to certain rumours which had obtained publicity respecting the condact of 
Mr O’Fiaherty, Mr Lucas inquired whether he still retained his appointment ? 

The Chancellor of the Exchequer stated that Mr O'Fiaherty had ceased to 
hold office in April last, not, however, on account of any failing or fault of his 
own, but because the office itself was abolished, it being found that the collec- 
tion of the income tax in Ireland could be accomplished without the aid of the 
special commissioner who had been at tirst appointed. 

The house having resolved itself into a committee on the East India Com- 
pany’s Revenue Accounts, 

Siu C. Wood submitted to the house a statement of the financial con- 
dition and general progress of India, and proposed certain resolutions 
(following the precedents of former years) relative to the income and 
charge of the several presidencies of India, and the general charges in India and 
at home, the difference being the ultimate surplus of the Iundianrevenue, After 
some preliminary observations upon the form of the accounts, and upon the 
reasons which rendered it impossible to show the revenue aud charge of each 
presidency with perfect accuracy separately, he proceeded to state the results 
of the accounts and the substance of the several resolutions. The revenue of 
the presidency of Bengali for the year ending the 30th of April, 1852, was 
7,584,4851; the local charge (exclusive of the military), 1,936,362/; the local 
surplus, 5,648,0731. The revenue of the North-west Provinces was 5,670,715; 
the local charge, 1,402,238/; leaving a local surplus of 4,268,477/. The mili- 
tary charges of Bengal and the North-west provinces were 5,442,2301. The 
net revenue of Bengal and the North-west provinces amounted to 12,255,1504, 
and the charge on them (exclusive of the military) to 8,770,330/, leaving @ sur- 
plus revenue applicable to the general purposes of India of 4,484,320/. The 
revenue of Madras was 3,704,048/; the charge, 3,204,2231; the surplus, 499,7752. 
The revenue of Bombay was 2,868,2981; the charge, 2,847.392/; the surplus, 
20,9061. The total net revenues of the several presidencies amounted to 
19,827,4961, and the total lccal charges to 14,822,495/, leaving a total surplus 
5,005,001/. The interest on the Indian debt was 1,967,359/, and the amount 
of charges paid in England was 2,506,377/, making together 4,474,736/, leaving 
a surplus in the year 1851-52 of revenue above expenditure of 581,265/. This 
statement he thought was a satisfactory one, more especially as in the two pre- 
ceding years there had also been a surplus of revenue, though not quite so large. 
The year 1851-52 was the last for which he had a complete statement, but he 
had an estimate for 1852-53, which showed a gross revenue of 26,915,431/, a 
g'0es expenditure of 26,275,966), and a surplus of 639,465/. He wissorry tosay 
thatin the year just ended—1853-54—there wasa prospect of a considerable de- 
ficiency, the revenue being estimated at 26,586.826/, and the expenditure at 
27,459,161, leaving a probable deficiency of 872,335/. Sir Charles specified some 
of the heads on which there would be adeficit of revenue or an increase of charge, 
and stated the future prospects of the chief sources of income—namely, the land 
revenue, to which no addition could be expected ; the opium duty, which was ua- 
eertain, though he did not caleulate upon a dimivution of the demand in China ; 
salt, and Customs—concluding that there was little proepect of an increase of the 
Todian revenues, and as little of a diminution of expenditure. The great item 
of charge was the army; but, notwithstanding our late increase of territory in 
the Punjab, Pegue, and Nagpore, only two European and three native regi- 
ments have been added to the army, which was small compared with the 
forces of native States. Our whole Indian army amounted to 820,000 men, 
while the few native States maintained 398.000 men. Upon public worke, 
judicial establishments, and education, an increase of expenditure must be in- 
curred, In one item a considerable reduction had been effected, namely, the 
interest paid on the Indian debt, the great mass of which had been converted 
from 5 percent. to 4 per cent., realising a saving of 330,000/, in the face of 
one war concluded and another commenced, Sir Charles then took a very 
comprehensive view of the general state and progress of India. The territory 
acquired in Ava, rich in products of various kind, was likely to become a 
valuable possession, as well as Nigpore, which had lapsed to the British Go- 
vernment by the death of the Rajah, The tribes in the north-west of India 
had at length been coerced to sutmirsion; friendly relations bad been estab- 
lished witn the chiefs of North Affghanistav, and there was every prospect 
that next year he should be able to make a similar announcement with refer- 
ence to Dost Mahomed Khan and Cabul. The Shah of Persia had pro 
and had hitherto maintvined, an unbroken neutrality in the war with Russia. 
He likewise gave some striking details of that great undertaking, now com- 
pleted, the Ganges Canal, and of the administration of the Punjab, which in 
three years had been recovered from a state of disorder and settled in tran- 
quiility, the assessments reduced, obnoxious taxes repealed, and local courts 
established, with native agency. He glanced at the public works executed at 
Bombay and Madras; at the progress of railroads in India, and the constrac- 
tion of the electric telegraph connecting Calcutta with Delhi, Agra, and 
Bombay. He then stated what had been done in execution of the act of last 
year, and detailed at considerable length the measures which had been 
adopted and were in preparation for two great objects, the premotion of public 
Works and a systematic scheme of education in India. 

Sir E. Perry said, he had listened with :nmixed gratification to the epeech 
of Sir C. Wood, which would be hailed by the people of India as containing 
the most promising picture which had ever been held out to them. 

The resolutions were agreed to, aud ordered to be reported.—Adjourned.

Mr Hume called attention to the report of Une last session on the slave trade, 
and urged renewed application for the fulfilment of the treaties with Spain 
for a total suppression of the trade to Cuba, the only place, he said, where 
slaves were now carried. He acknowledged that everything had been done by 
Her Mojesty’s Government that could be done with the Government of Spain, 
but all efforts were defeated by the venality of the Catan authorities, coun- 
tenanced by members of the Royal fami’ of Spain, who were connected with 
the trade. 

Lord J, Russell said, it was, no doubt, much to be lamented, after what had 
been done by Great Biitain, France, the United States, the maritime Powers of 
Europe, and lately by Brazil, to extinguish the slave trade, that it should be 
still carried on under the protection of Spain at Cuba. Measures, however, 
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had been taken of a most stringent nature for the liveration of all negroes re- 
cently brought into the island, and for the infliction of penalties upon offenders. 
If these measures and others of a similar kind were carried into full effect, in 
conjunction witha system of registration, the importation of slaves into Cuba 
would be prevented. Unfortunately, it was too true that the venality of official 
persons opposed obstacles, and it was notorious that Queen Christina derived a 
considerable profit from the traffic in slaves, A change had, however, taken 
place in the Government of Spain, and General Concha had been appointed 
Governor-General of Cuba. There was every dispcaition to put down this trade 
on the part of fler Mojesty’s Government, who would keep a watebful eye on 
the subject, and exert every effort to accomplish the great object of putting a 
total stop to this abominable traffic. 

Sie A. Willoughby inquired whether, as the Chancellor of the Exchequer had 
intimated at the begioning of the session, the total expenditure for the year, 
which he (Sir Henry) assumed at 64,000,0002 or 65,000,0001, would be de~ 
frayed by taxes raised within the year; or, if that principle was abandoned, 
what amount of debt would be contracted ? He complained that the Chan- 
cellor had been selling savings banks stock, a proceeding which, he said, was 
not only injurious to the savings banks and to the bona Ade holders of stock, 
but involved a great constitutional principle. 

The Chancellor of the Exchequer said, he had nothing to add to what he 
hed already stated to the house un the subject of our finances. Although a 
time of war was a time of great uncertainty, he saw no reason to retract or 
qualify the calculations he had made on the 8th of May. The last quarterly 
statement showed, as far aa regarded the permanent branches of the revenue, 
an apparent decrease to the amount of 570,000/ ; but that apparent decrease 
was entirely fallacious. Deducting 140,0002 paid on account of metropolitan 
advances, which had nothing to do with the revenue of the year, as well as 
233,0002 receiv: d on account of tea duties the last day of the first quarter, 
though not due till the second, and 200,0002 of the revenue in Ireland not in- 
cluded in the statement, the apparent decrease would be more than accounted 
for. With regard to the expenditure, he had not, at the commencement of 
he session, laid lown the principle that it would be defrayed from taxes raised 
within the year ; but, as far as he could judue at present, the expenditure 
would be provided for without any addition whatever to the national debt. 
Between the 5th of April and the 29th of July the total additional expenditure, 
as compared with the year 1853, was about 3,500,0002. A liberal provision 
had been made by Parliament for meeting the expenses of the war, and he 
did not think it probable that it would be necessary to use the full emount. 
The balances of the pudlic revenue were in a satisfactory state, and he did not 
believe it would be necessary to call upon the Bank for the use of fund-, or to 
take any further measures to increase the balances in the Exchequer. With 
respect to the alleged sale of stock belonging to savings banks, he observed, 
a fallacy prevailed, The stock did not belong to the savings banks, which 
had nothing whatever to do with it. The stock stood to the credit of the 
National Debt Commissioners alone; all that belonged to the savings banks 
was a certain sum of money secured to them. The stock was placed in the 
hands of the commissioners to meet calle, which this year had been very large. 
Mr Gladstone justified his operations upon this stock in teking advantage of 
the state of the money market to replenish the balancer, with an advantage to 
the public, by the sale of stock and the purchase of consolidated fund bills. 

The report on the East India Company’s revenue accounts was brought up 
and agreed to, after some explanations between Mr Hume and Mr S. Fitz- 
gerald respecting the complaint made the preceding evening by the latter 
member of the exclusion of Queen’s officers from staff appointments in the 
Indian army. 

The Lords’ amendments of several bills were considered and agreed to. 

Mr W. Linds:y moved an address praying Her Mojesty to appoint a com- 
Mission to inquire into the present state of the river Tyne. , * 

After some observations by Mr Ingham, Mr Hume, and Mr J. Wilson, the 
motion was agreed to. 

The house adjourned at five minntes to 4 o’clock.

METROPOLIS. 

Heats or Lonpon puRING THE W5EK.—In the week that endea last 
Saturday the total number of deaths registered in London was 1,456. Io the 
ten corresponding weeks of the years 1844-53 the average number was 1,087, 
which, if raised in proportion to increase of population, becomes 1,196. The 
present return, therefore, exhibits a mortality considerably in excess of the 
average; a result arising from cholera, which continues to make progress in 
the metropolis, Last week the birthe of 776 boys and 727 girls, in all 1,503 
children, were registered in London. The average number in nine correepond- 
ing weeks of the years 1845-53 was 1,364, At the Royal Observatory, Green- 
wich, the mean height of the barometer in the week was 29°701 in. The mean 
temperature was 58°5 degs., which is 3°7 deg. below the average of the same 
week in 38 years, The meson dew-point temperature was 55°1 degs, The 
highest temperature of the air was 805 degs. on Sanday, and the lowest 
48°7 dege. on Wednesday. The amount of rain in the week was 2°72 inches. 

CROMWELL RESOLVING TO Reruse THE CrowN.—A picture, under this title, 
by C. Lacy, E-q., is now «xhibiting by Messrs Graves, Pall Mall, preparatory 
to being engraved.

PROVINCES. 


THE HARDWARE TRADE AT BIRMINGHAM.—We are unable to note any 

improvement in the state of trade here: in many branches it is still very duil, 
a considerable number of the manofictories being yet engaged upon old orders, 
which accumulated grestly daring the latter part of last year, and are still far 
from being worked out. All the fancy trades are suffering from the depression ; 
the orders in those branches come in but slowly, and are at best but limited. 
The factors atill report unfavourably of the state of the country trade, and the 
order-sheets of the travellers are extremely meagre as compared with those of 
last year. Some of the heavy trades are better, there being still orders enough 
to keep all the men in full work. Every branch of the fire-arm manufacture 
ie remarkably briek; there are some very heavy contracts on hand, and all 
difficulties with the workpeople have been arranged, except the usual one, that 
of inducing them to do a full week’s work. The Canada trade has been good, 
but it ie nearly all over for the season, and the reports from America are ang- 
thing but favourable. The price of ironis said to be not quite so firm as it 
was on quarter day. Pigs are reported five shillings cheaper. ‘There has been 
an augmentation of the number of farnaces in blast. 
% SHIPBUILDING IN DEVONSHIRE.—A|] the shipbuilding yards in Devonshire 
are now full, and launches are continually taking place. Several large orders 
have recently been received at the various porte, and activity prevails among 
the shipwrights. 

DECREASE OF PAUPERISM AND CrimMe.—lIt is a pleasing circumstance that 
generally throughout South Wales there has been a gradual but sure decrease 
in the amount of crime and pauperiem. In the densely populated and unen- 
lightened localities of Aberdare, Merthyr, &c., crime bas diminished full fifty 
per eent., and at the Pembroke and Carmarthen assizes there were only four 
prieoners for trial, while at Glamorgan no serious charge was on the calendar, 
The diminution of pauperiem at the present moment is great, there being 
searcely any able-bodied poor im the various union houses. This is owing to 
the active demand for labour, arising from the large amount of emigration and 
the number of works being carried on. The out-door applications for relief 
have also been much diminished, and the expenditure, were it not for the high 
rate of provisions, would be materially lowered. 

Tue Coat AND [non TRADE AT WOLVERHAMPTON.—The reports from the 
different departments respecting the iron trade exhibit no symptoms of die 
couragement, and the prices for «ll sorte of manufactured iron are fully main- 
tained. The pig market is very active, and hotblast mime pigs are fetehing 
from 61 to 62 108 per ton. The coal trade is ajeo very brisk, om account of the 
vast quantity taken from the district by the Oxford, Woreester, and Wolver- 
hampton Reilroad to parties at a distance. 











FOREIGN AND COLONIAL. 
FRANCE. 





The trade of Paris continues in the same state of stagnation, and its reviva | 


is not expected until next month. The accounts from the manufacturing! 
districts are rather satisfactory. Lyons has lately received important 
orders from America, and the manufacturers of Tarare, Turcoing, and 
Roubaix are in full work. Very little business was transacted at the 
fair of Beaucaire, because of the prevalence of cholera in the neighbour- 
hood. Fruitless attempts were made by speculators during the week to 
keep up the prices on the Paris corn market; but when it became known 
that the Government had authorised the distribution among the bakers of 
a portion of the reserve which they are obliged to leave in the greniers 
d'abondance, the holders begun to be seriously alarmed, and a fall af 
about 10f in the price of flour gradually ensued. Wheat has also declined 
5f per hectolitre. and in the departments the diminution has been from 2f 
to 4f. A similar downward tendency is observable in the markets of 
Belgium, Holland, and the north of Germany. Central Europe will nat 
require this year any supplies from Odessa, so large a quantity of grain of 
the last crop having remained unsold in Southern Russia that it is now 
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offered under two-thirds of its value, Rye has made its appearance in 
great abuodance in the Paris market, and fallen 5f per hectolitre. The 

rice of barley and oats has likewise receded. Potatoes have more or 
ms suffered from the rain, and the disease has appeared with some inten- 
sity in various districts. The price of cattle has again advanced, but it is 
hoped that the depression of the corn market will induce the breeders to 
abate their pretensions. The trifling business done in wine was at in- 
creased rates, it being now certain that the vintage will be a failure. 
Brandy continues in Paris at 225f ; in Bordeaux it has undergone a dimi- 
nution of 5f. Spirits extracted from beet sell for 188f. 

The administration of indirect taxes has just published a return of the 
production and consumption of beet-root sugar for the present year up to 
the end of June. The number of manufactories at work is 303, and that 
of those which are inactive, but have sugar in charge, 31. The quantity 
of sugar made is 75,782,000 kilogrammes, being an augmentation of more 
than a million as compared with the corresponding period of last year. 
The quantity delivered for consumption is 22,380,000 kilogrammes, and 
the quantity sent to the bonding warehouses 46,237,000, being a dimi- 
nution of about 7,500,000 kilogrammes in the consumption, and an 
augmentation of 8,800,000 kilogrammes in the warehouses. The quantity 
remaining at the end of June, both at the manufactories and in the bond- 
ing warehouses, amounted to 26,671,000 kilogrammes, in place of 
24,948,009 kilogrammes at the same period of 1 853. 


SPAIN. 

A new Madrid journal called the Jberia announces that Queen 
Christina and her family are to go to live in Switzerland, and that General 
Garrigo is to accompany her to the frontier. The same journal states 
that M. Olozaga has been nominated Minister Plenipotentiary in Paris, 
and M. Sartor Diaz at Turin. General Jose de la Concha was to leave in 
the course of a week for Cuba. The Junta of Valentia has, says the 
Epoca, nominated the Infante Don Henry de Bourbon to the rank of 
chief of a naval squadron. Count dela Roncera, who had been exiled to 
Corunna by the Sartorius ministry, has been nominated Director of the 
Administration of War, a post he had previously occupied. The Bank 
of San Fernando has advanced to the Treasury 15,000,000 reals, and the 
Minister of Finance had been promised all possible facilities by capitalists 
for the negotiation of Treasury bills. 


TURKEY AND RUSSIA. 

Our advices from the East are of a favourable character. Omar Pacha 
has crossed the Danube with the main body of his army from Schumla 
and the neighbouring positions, and it is stated that 80,000 Turkish 
troops are now on the Wallachian soil. On the 27th and 28th of July 
a corps of 30,000 Turks crossed the river at Rassova and Silistriz, which 
form the right wing of the army advancing on Bucharest; and by the 
latest accounts received at Vienna, the Turkish advanced guard entered 
the Wallachian capital on the 7th August. Wallachia is now in a great 
degree occupied hy the troops of the Sultan, and the course of the 
Danube from Orsova to Galatz is in their possession. An expedition 
amounting to from 80,000 to 100,000 has sailed for the Crimea from 
Varna, for the purpose of attacking Sebastopol. 

The Moniteur publishes the following:—“The Russian envoy has an- 
nounced to the Cabinet at Vienna, that the Emperor Nicholas has just or- 
dered the complete evacuation of the Principalities of Wallachia and of 
Moldavia. Notwithstanding this declaration, Count Buol exchanged 
notes with Baron Bourqueney and Lord Westmoreland on the 8th inst., 
from which it results that Austria agrees with England as to the guaran- 
tees to be required from Russia, in order to preclude the return of the com- 
plications which have troubled the repose of Europe, and engages not to 
treat with Russia, unless she obtains these guarantees, until the re-estab- 
lishment of general peace.” 

Private telegraphic advices from Berlin, based on authentic informa- 
tion, state that it is the menaced situation of the Crimea and the other 
maritime provinces of Southern Russia, and that alone, which has induced 
the Czar to withdraw his troops from the Principalities. The Russian 
regiments in Bessarabia and Kherson are to move in all possible haste to 
the Crimea, while those in Moldavia march to occupy their places.§ 

Private advices from Riga mention, that whereas the customs received 
at the Russian Baltic ports, inclusive of St Petersburg, of late years 
amounted to about a million of silver roubles a month in the early 
months after the opening of the navigation, they have this year hardly 
reached 100 roubles. In addition to all the calamities arising from a 
paralysis of commerce and industry caused by the blockade, all the officers 
of customs on that coast have been put on half pay. 

We have no further accounts from the Baltic. Private letters state 
General Baraguay d’Hilliers and the whole of the French troops had 
joined the allied fleets off Aland, and the attack on Bomarsund by land 
and sea has already been reported by telegraph. The news, however, has 
not yet been confirmed. From the White Sea the report is that two war 
steamers of the British squadron having destroyed the establishments of 
the Russian Government to the north of Archangel, have entered the Bay 


of Onega, that arm of the White Sea which reaches farthest towards the 
Russian interior.

THE BRAZILS. 

Advices have come to hand from Rio to the 8th ult. Business in all 
branches had been extremely restricted during the month. Of imports, 
arrivals were moderate, sales limited, and the prices of several articles 
lower. Exchange, 264d to 27d; freights, 424 and 50 for Channel, 45 
and 50 for Antwerp, and 2f for Havre. 

At Bahia, on the 13th, the weather for the coming crops of sugar con- 
tinued favourable, and the yield held out every prospect of being unusually 
large. Supplies of present crops were being rapidly diminished ; stocks 
very light. Cotton, little coming in, and stock bought up for resale on 
the spot. Shipping in very little request, and freights dull at 35s to 40s,

From Brazils we learn by Pernambuco advices to the 15th July, that 
the rains have been unusually heavy this season, causing the river to over- 
flow its banks, vessels parting their cables, and a considerable amount of 
property destroyed.

INDIA AND CHINA. 

The commercial advices from India and China report trade to be very 
dull at Calcutta in both imports and exports. Cotton goods of all kinds 
come quoted lower in price, with a very dull market. Freights had de- 
clined in consequence of the small amount of business doing in produce 
for export, combined with the smallness of the supply. The stock mar- 
ket continued heavy, and prices had experienced a further depression. 
The value of money was, however, unaltered. The reports regarding the 
indigo crop are of importance. Heavy rains had done much damage to 
the plantations, and unless the weather speedily changed, the turn out 
was expected to be below an average. 

Caucutra, June 29.—Since our last all speculation has been checked 
for the present, and shippers here have become very circumspect and 
cautious. Owing to this state of affairs, and the unwillingness displayed 
by shippers to operate beyond what they had alreadyjcontracted for, com- 
bined with the scarcity of produce in our market, our rates of freights, 
especially to Great Britain, have taken a downward tendency. Our 
money market continues unaltered, but Government securities are looking 
down, Exchange has a downward tendency. We quote six months’ 
sight paper:—Bank bills at 1s 114d to 2s per Co.’s r; first class credits 
at 2s Ojd ditto; documents at 2s 0}d to 2s 04d ditto, On China business 
was done after the sale at 245 rs per 100 dols per 60 days’ sight opium 
documents. No transactions on Singapore.

The following commercial intelligence is extracted from the Bi- 
Monthly Examiner (Colombo paper), dated the 22nd June :—Our in- 
telligence of the coming crop of coffee from the Knuckles Matelle and 
in the low country generally, continues very favourable. At Pusilava, 
on the other hand, fears are entertained that it will be below the 
average. The same remark applies to the Kotmalie district, where 
the trees have run to wood owing to the weather. From Dimboola 
& correspondent writes to ue that his crop will not be much more 
than half that of last year, owing to the above cause. The bug hangs 
about certain localities, but taken altogether the coffee districts are 
freer from this pest than they have been for years past. Owing to 
the Juxuriant growth of wood, for many months past pruning has been 
very extensively carried on. Now, however, out-door operations are 
partially suspended on account of the heavy rains. The season is 
favourable for planting as well as for the growth of weeds, which, 
owing to the excessive moisture, arc gaining head on clean estates. 
The influx of labour usual at this season has set in, and there is no 
reason to apprehend the slightest scarcity.

We are informed by Messrs Lange and Pioos Van Amstel, that the 
following act, relative to the importation of spirits and tobacco into 
Australia, has been passed by the Legislative Assembly:—“ On and 
after Ist of January, 1855, no spirits in bulk shall be imported in 
casks containing Jess than 20 gullons, and no tobacco or cigars shall 
be imported in packages containing less than 80 Ibs net, and no 
tobacco or cigars shall be imported in packages containing other 
goods subject to any lower rate of duty or not subject to duty, and all 
such goods imported contrary hereto shall be forfeited.” And, farther, 
that by the recent Customs Regulations Act the system of drawbacks 
has been introduced, and applies to wine, coffee, and tea, which 
articles have generally been entered for home consumption, and not 
warehoused. The new regulations also require the warehouse rent 
on bonded goods to be paid up every siz months, and in default em- 
power asale. An act has also passed the Legislative Council im- 
posing a license duty of 100/ per annum on every wholesale dealer in 
wine, spirits, and beer. By this enactment every merchant and im- 
porter will be compelled either to dispose of his consiguments in 
bond, or take out the license, 

We learn that Said Pacha, the new Viceroy of Egypt, has abo- 
lished the Government monopoly in the corn trade, re-established 
free competition in cotton, and taken off several taxes. 

At the special meeting of the Scottish Australian Investment Com- 
pany, held on Wednesday, a resolution for raising « further sum of 
100.0007, in 100,000 new shares of 1! each, was agreed to. 

From the tenor of recent advices, it seems probable that Australia 
will very soon in regard to breadstuffs be independent of foreign 
supply. In South Australia we learn the vigour with which cultiva- 
tion is proceeding is perfectly amazing. Previous to the gold dis- 
covery, that is in 1850, there were 27 flour mills in South Australia, 
of which 17 were driven by steam ; but these were insufficient, and 
we have before usa list of 22 new mills, four water, and the rest 
steam, now building, or recently built, in nearly as many different 
districts. The power of these is estimated at 313 horses, and the pro- 
duce 665 tons of flour weekly. The reaping machive invented in 
1843 by Mr Ridley, a colonist, residing near Adelaide, has been found 
of very great importance in developing the agriculture of the country. 
It reaps and thrashes the corn at the same moment; and with two 
horses and two men it operates on from five acres per diem. 

Accounts from Hamburg state that permission having been given 
to neutral vessels in ballast to leave the Russian Baltic ports, as well 
as those in the two gulfs, most of the vessels have availed themselves 
of the opportunity, and it was supposed had all got away. 

The General Screw Steam Shipping Company have definitively 
resolved to open a service between Southampton, Havre, Bremen, 
and New York, for which purpose five of their vesscls of 1,800 tons 
each, withdrawn from their Indian route, are to be immediately em- 

loyed. This undertaking will be managed in connection with 

Siceaem Croskey and Co., of Southampton, and in correspondence 
with the Ocean Steam Navigation Company of New York, four f 
whose vessels—the Washington, St Louis, Hermann, and Union— 
are now on the line. 

A dividend of 4 per cent. had been declared by the New York 
Central Railroad, but not payable until some future day, owing to 
the fact that the pressure on the money market had prevented the 
negotiation of bonds of the company to the amount of 3,000,000 dols 
(600,000/).

| Waar an immense quantity of literature is made out of literature. It 
| is reproduced and Seventeen in a compound ratio. Book begets 
book. Reviews are increasing in number, and they review reviews. 
| Original writings, meaning observations on the whole material world, 
_ including man, or the spontaneous productions of the mind, thoughts, 
| theories, passions, sentiments, &c., put into writing, are probably 
| more numerous in proportion to the number of people in existence 
| than ever they were, and people are more numerous than ever; but 
' original works, numerous though they be, are accompanied by a 
| greatly disproportionate production of secondary writings—reviews, 
|| comments, &c., which give birth to criticism, reviews, and comments. 
|, Happily there is no end to the productions of the mind, whether good 

or evil, and equally no end to the demand for them. That they all 
|| equally serve the progress of society can scarcely be said. There 
|| continually arises, as at present, a demand for a particular species of 
| literature. Now it is literature that concerns the East and Russia, for 
| which no preparation had previously been made, and as the interest 
| jm the war there comes to an end, most of the literature now in 
| demand will be forgotten. It neither serves the purposes of bringing 
| forward events in the East—for they arise wholly independent of 
it—nor will it, now that it bas come into existence, much in- 
fluence the course of those events, if at all. It may amuse or 
instruct; it may convey knowledge of the East to the West, 
|| and prepare for some closer connection of distant ples, anda 
|| more intimate knowledge of one another hereafter. e cannot, in- 
|| deed, tell what will be its remote effects, but it has at present little or 
| no influence over the events with which it is connected, or which it 
describes. What is so palpable in relation to the thousands of 
books and pamphiets now published about affairs in the East, is pro- 
‘ bably true of ali kinds of literature, referring to all kinds of events.

and friends? =Any person not acquainted with the history of 

Hugh Miller should read this article, or, better still, shouldrea d Mr 
Miller's own works, and learn how the best of education may be got 
}| without State grants, State inspectors, and State provision. Every 
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person connected with the press, though he be one of the “fgnoran | 
cockney editors” the reviewer speaks of, may be proud that Mr Miller — 
devotes part of his time and talents to the provincial press, and that 
he finds the reward of his talents in the patronage of the public. We 
must quote from this paper two passages, one by the reviewer discri- 
minating between different kinds of education, and one from Mr 
Miller’s own writings, showing how careful have been his observations 
of his fellow- workmen :— 
NATIONAL SCHOOLING. 

The whole weight of Mr Miller’s experience tends to what we consider a most 
important practical conclusion—namely, that, after all, the schouls of a country 
fulfil their main and most proper function when they thoroughly impart the 
faculty of reading books. It might be well if, in these dayr, when the great 
problem of National Education is so much discussed, this limited notion of 
what we can expect from echools were, for a time at least, more prevalent, 
If by schools we understand institutions for completely educating the youth 
of a country, that ir, for uniting in themselves all those educational functions 
which in Mr Miller's case were distributed among so mary “ schools” and 
“ schoolmastere,” then the task of constructing a national system of schools 
does seem hopeless. Nay, if, taking a more moderate view, we desire to have 
schools'that shall include a complete system of arrangements for the forma- 
tion of all the habits, and the inculeation of a!l the doctrines considered 
primarily necessary to make a youth a tolerably gcod member of civil society, 
even then we shall find the construction of a national system of schools a truly 
Herculean labour. How ehall we fix in schools what we have not yet fixed in 
society ? But if we choose for a time to define schools as institutions set up 
to accomplish thoroughly the one good object of teaching all the children of a 
community to read and write, then, though we shall greatly narrow our no- 
tion of schools in so doing, it will not seem an impossible task to devise a 
machinery adequate for the purpose. 

The system of drilling under the direction of the authorities of the 
State and religion is to make all men alike; let Mr Miller state some 


DIFFERENCES AMONG THOSE WHO LABOUR. 

Between the workmen that pass eedentary lives within doors, such as 
weavers and tailors, and those who labour in the open air, such as masons and 
ploughmen, there exists a grand generic difference, Sedentary mechanics are 
usually less contented than laborious ones; and as they almost always work 
in parties, and as their comparatively light, though often long and wearily- 
plied employments, do not so much strain their respiratory organs but that 
they can keep up an interchange of ideas when at their toils, they are generally 
much better able to state their grievances, and much more fluent in speculat- 
ing on their causes. They develop more freely than the laborious out-of- 
doors workers of the country, and present, as a clase, a more intelligent as- 
pect. On the other hand, when the open-air worker does so overcome his 
difficulties as to get fairly developed, he is usually of a fresher and more 
vigorous type than the sedentary one. Burne, Hogg, Allan Cunningham, are 
the literary representatives of the order; aud it will be found that they stand 
considerably in advance of the Thome, Bioomfieldse, and: Tannahills that re- 
present the sedentary workmen. The silent, solitary, hard-toiled men, if na- 
ture has put no better tuff in them than that of which stump-orators and 
chartist lecturers are made, remain silent, repressed by their circumetances ; 
but if of a higher grade, and if they once do get their mouthe fairly opened, 
they speak with power, and bear with them into our literature the freshness 
of the green earth and the freedom of the open sky. 


That gives us an insight into numberless differences between sailors, 
butchers, printers, &c., and informs us that no education but the edu- 
cation of circumstances can fit them for their duties, 

We must tell our readers that the Review has two excellent histo- 
rical dissertations, one on the Early History of England, and the other 
on “Greece during the Macedonian Period ;” amarticle on School Books, 
which is charming for the philosophy of childhood pervading it; an 
article on Dente, one of the earliest of the poets of modera Europe; 
and an article on Matthew Arnold, one of the latest. Of Dante, 
perhaps it might be as well toborrow some of the best of the oid words 
said of him instead of saying something different, so much has been 
already said. To Mr Arnold is given the good advice to look with a 
more hopeful eye and a more trusting heart on ereation, Sir R. 
Murchison’s “Silaria” is reviewed, and a biography of the author 
sketched. Some knowledge of his account of the distribution of gold 
and its discovery in California and Australia, as well as a knowledge of 
the distinguished writer, may all be obtained from the article. 

The party article in the Review, favourable to the administration, 
does good service, by clearly setting forth the improved character 
of our statesmen, aud by castigating, very deservedly, the versatile 
leader of the opposition in the Commons. We prize it more, however, 
for its commencement than its partisan close. It descvibes the dissatis- 
faction of statesmen with themselves, which is not greater than the 
dissatisfaction of the people in general with them. We quote the 
passage, merely remarking that there must be an error in the system 
which makes both the rulers and the ruled discontented and ua- 


happy. 
MISERY OF STATESMEN, § 

Probably few great philosophic statesmen,—few men, that is, who had 
acted intimately in public affairs as well as contemplated them from the closet, 
—ever quitted the stage without feeling of profound discouragement. W hether 
successful or uneucceseful, as the world would deem them, a sense of sadness 
and disappointment seems to prevail over every other seutiment. They have 
attained so few of their objecte,—they have fallen so far short of their ideal,~ 
they have seen eo much more than ordinary men of the dangers and difficul- 
ties of nations, and of the vices and meanness of public men. Not many Eng- 
lishmen governed co long or so succesefully as Sir Robert Peel, or set iv such 
a halo of blessings and eeteem; yet, shortly before his deash, he confessed 
that what he bad seen and heard in public life had Jeft upon hie mind a pre 
valent impression of gloom and grief. Who ever succeeded go aplendidly a6 
Washington? Who ever enjoyed to such a degree, and to the end, the con- 
fidence and gratitude of his country? “Yet,” seys Guizot, “towards the 
close of his life, in the sweet and dignified retirement of Mount Vernon, some~- 
thing of iaseitude and sadness hung about the mind of a man so rerenely 
great,—a feeling, indeed, most natural at the termination of a leng life spent 
im men’s concern. Power is a heavy burden, and mankind a hard task-— 
master to bin who strugg)cs virtuous'y egainet their passions and their errors. 
Success itself cannot wipe out the sorrowful which originate in 
the conflict, and the weariness contracted on the ecene of action is prolonged 
even in the besem of repose.”

Writers may say what they like of the cruelty and superstition of 
the Turks, but an empire carved out of Europe and Asia, and preserved 
for more than four centuries, must have had in it some strong element 
of vitality. It may be the religion, but thut has Jeetereed no other 
Mahowmedan empire for four centuries; it may be#he power of the 
sword, but that in general has hewn asunder rather than cemented 
together; it may be a strong natural sense of equity, which, in spite of 
almost unmitigated ferocity, distinguished the Turks, but whatever it 
might it be, the Empire is now become respectable for its antiquity, 
while the new life it has lately displuyed in defence of its independenee 
has given it a better title to our regard than ever it before pos- 
sessed. Of this Empire Mr Fraser has given us a succinct history, 
beginning with a short sketch of the life of ‘* Mahommad,’’ whose name 
is differently spelt by almost every different writer, and erding with 
the siege of Silistria. It contains an appendix of documents bearing 
on the quarrel between Russia and Turkey, an index, a map, and, in 
short, is a very complete history of the O:toman Empire 10 a small 
compass. It embraces an account of its institutions, as well as of its 
progress, and conveys a great deal of solid instruction on a tupie now 
universally popular and interesting.

AND ReQuiREMENTS OF THE Presipexcy or Mapras. Richard- 

son Brothers, Cornhill, 
Ir the people of England are not informed as to the condition of India, 
it is not from want of attempts to give them information. Books 
written like this expressly to inform them are almost as common as 
books on Turkey. There must be great misery or serious grievances, 
when almost every man who govs to India and has learnt to write 
publishes a book on the subject. Mr Norton is one of the most vehe- 
ment impugners of the present system. He believes that ‘‘we” or 
our system of government “have made the people what they are,” 
and that it is in our power to educate them, teachthem the art of self- 
government, provide them with roads and irrigation, and make the 
millions enlightened, wise, and happy. All this, too, he thinks it is 
our duty to perform, and to perform it our mission in India. The people 
of England, however, who have yet a great deal to learn about se'f- 
government, and are not over well-informed of the condition of each 
other, or the means of improving the condition of all, and amongst 
whom such education as is commonly desired for all people is as de- 
fective, according to the advovates of education, as education in India, 
may well excuse themselves from interfering about India while they 
have so much to learn and to do at home. ‘hat is, of course, no ex- 
cuse for those who undertake to govern India and provide for its we!- 
fare—it is no excuse for committing wrong of any kind; but this is 
less done by the English people than by acompany of merchants, whose 
won or usurped power has been appropriated, according to Parlia- 
mentary usage, by the ruling aristocracy. It is too late now for any 
persons to protest against what has been done by the Company and 
the Parliament. Weare in possession of the Government of Ludia, 
and though those who rule at home seldom get comfortably and 
honourably through their work, and to them the condition of England 
is itself a standing reproach, they must also continue after their fashion 
torule India. The difficulty of doing this on solid grounds of know- 
ledge and science are well pointed out by Mr Norton. He says :— 
So various a:e the nations of Iodia, so distinct their habits, 80 innumerable 
their customs ; so complicated their social relations on the one hand; and so 
scanty is our communication with them, so comparatively narrow aud cir 
cumscribed each man’s area of observation; so gross our self-esteem ; 80 in- 
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tense our prejudices, and so exclusive our caste on the other; that he who 


trusts to any ove, or even to any twenty informantr, will fall into the must 
egregious error if he dreams that he has got sufficient materials before him ou 
which to form a geweral Judgment on the state of the people of India, or their 
requirements. 

According to this statement, few or no persons can possibly know 
India correctly, and yet Mr Norton, following, however, a very 
common opinion or delusion, calls on the people of distant England— 
every one of whom has his own concerns to attend to, and is very 

eneraliy ignorant of the best means to achieve success even in private 
ife—thorouyhly to master the affairs of India, and govern that country 
with wisdom and equity. While we do ample justice to the amiability 
and philanthropy of the desire to improve India, we must say that to 
expect improvement from the direct and immediate action of the people 
and Government of England, whatever may be the effec: of the example 
of the English, seems to us about as great a delusion as any recorded 
in the annals of mankind. It is pretty clear that it is not the action of 
the Government at home which improves the multitude, but the gradual 
improvement of the multitude in knowledge of the material world and 
of the consequences of human actions, which we call civilisation, what- 
ever may be its causes—and surely the misrile of a despotism in one 
age and an aristocracy in another is not ove of the causes—brings 
about improvement in the Government. Here, continual division of 
labour is one of the causes of successive increase in skill, knowledye, 
wealth, comfort, morality, and welfare. In India, Mr Norten tells us 
the italics in the following passage being his own), division of labour

_ If there really be ap increase of agricuitura! capital, the most natural result

of increasing difficulty to the Ryot), yet this low value of grain does not here 
imply a high value of those commodities for which grain is exchanged. The 
sou of a farmer continnes a farmer through all generations. There is no re- 
distribution of industry in India; and we look in vain for exten-ione of other 
industries, besides that of the production of mere grain, which may be actually 
consumed by the cultivators of the soil. Noone that I know of has attempted 
to assert that there has been any great increase in the other branches of pro- 
duction, for instanee, those suited for the home market; and if we look to the 
state of our exports, the surest criterion of the progress of a people in wealth 
and industry, again we find that in al] the importaut items, wonderfaily litle 
alteration, if any, ic going on, 

What purpose the stationary condition of the people of the East 
may have answered in the general economy of nature and of nations, 
is not, perhaps, to be ascertained; but it is a very remarkabie pheno- 
menon. After reaching @ certain stage at a very early period, they 
remained nearly stationary, or have been slowly progressive, 
tillthey were overtaken and shoved on by those whose ancestors 
were ages ago to them nearly what the aborigines of New Holland 
are to us now. ‘The condition of the bulk of these people, tied down 
by their own creeds and nothing else to be always farmers or always 
weavers, correspouds very closely with the condition of the Irish. 
This is no excuse, however, for continuing to éorture and oppress them, 
They have been slaves for ages, and slav.s they continue, though it be 
slaves to a system. Mr Norton quotes the following piciure from the 
words of Mr Bourdillon, one of the ablest revenue officers of the 
Madras civil service :— 

POVERTY OF THE MULTITUDE. 

Even among this more wealiby class of agriculturiste, the pumber of those 
who pos-ess any considerable amount of property is very smal). It is diffi 
cult to f rm or,to convey an exact idea of their real means, but I will attempt 
it. 1 should say thet if a man of this class is able to spend 15 to 20 rupees 
a month, or rather if he can command a value equal to that, for he will rarely 
ace 80 tauch money, such a man [ say may be scovunted to be very well off; 
and that a net income from ali sources to the value of from 30 to 50 rupees a 
Month is very rar among the agricultural clase, 

The dwellings of this class certain!y do not indicate much wealth ; tiled | 
houres are racely seep, and masonry walls are still much more rare. The 
almost wnive:sal habitaven has mud Walle and a thatehed roof; the latter of 
a very flin+y order, and both often much dilapidated. And both wails and 
roof are ihe same within as without; the rooms have no ceiling, and their walls 
no sort of ornament or decoration, rarely even white wast, and the floor is of 
simple earth beaten hard. The value of the residence of a Ryot of the more 
wealthy class, of whom I am now speaking, probably rarely exceeds 200 
rupees or 202. 

And if we look wilhin their bouses we etill find few evidences of wealth, or 
even of what we should cou-ider comfort. There are no chair-, or tables, or 
couches, or beds; sometimes there is seem a single rude oot which would be 
dear at cwo rupees. The inmates for the most part sleep on the earthen floor, 
with nothing else below them but a mat or @ small cotton carpet. They eit 
on the floor, aud from it take theic food, which is served in a few brass dishes; 
Or perheps by preference, and not from poverty, on a simple plantain leaf. 
[heir usual clothes are simply of cotton, and cost little; aud when going a 
distance, to the Tahsildaa’s or Collector’s Cutcherry for example, they gene- 
rally travel ou foot; or in exceptional cases, usually of age or infirmity, on a 
pony not worth abuve 7 or 8 rupees. 

the forego'ng deecription refers to the better class of Ryote, men who are 
above the world and well off; but the conditien of the great majority is much 
worse, Fromm the offictal li-t of puttahs for the revenue year 1848-9 it is seen 
that out of 10,71,588, the total number of puttahs (exclading joint puttahe) in 
the fourteen principal Ryotwar districts, no fewer than 589,932, being consi- 
derably more than half, are under 10 rupees each, and in fact average only a 
gmail frsction above four rupees each ; that 201,065 are for amounts ranging 
from 10 rupees to 20, avd in fact averaging less than 14} rupees each; and 
that 97,891 are for amounts between 20 rupees and 30, anu in fict averaging 
only 244 rupees ; and thus thet $88,888 putter, out of a total of 10,71,588, 
or con-tderably more than three-fourths, are for amounts under 30 rupees, and 
in fuct averaging less than 8} rupees. 

Now it may certainly be said of almost the whole of the Ryot« paying even 
the highest of the sume, and even of many holding to a much larger amount, 
that they are always in poverty and generally in debt. 

Though we differ from Mr Norton as to the daty and power of the 
people and Government of England to improve the people of India, 
we are not the less sensible of the value of the great mass of informa- 
tion he has brought together ot the actual condition of the multitude. 
His book contains many graphic details, not the less interesting or the 
less to be relied on that he only quotes them, and is written with 
much animation. Occasionally, however, he appears, perhaps from a 
long residence in India, to have forgotten his mother tongue, and 
supplies its place with words burrowed trom the Greek. 





GerMany From 1760 To 1814. By Mrs Acstiy. 
London: Longman and Co, 

Ir is a known fact, that until the close of the eventful period with 
which this century commenced, our neighbours the Germans had pro- 
dueed but few autobiographies or memoirs of any historical or li 
value. Whatever the cause,the fact is not be denied. Only within 
the last twenty years has anything \ike progress in this direction 
been made ; and the tide, once set in, the publication of the memora- 
bilia of the worthies, who either assisted in creating or were created 
by the convulsions of the above period, has increased in an unprece- 
dented degree. From the readable as well as the unreadable of the 
volumes which have in this way deluged the Leipsic book mart, Mrs 
Austin some years ago collected the materials of several interesting 
articles, which were printed in the Edinburgh and North British 
Reviews. As such they merited and were properly praised, bat when 
replaced before the public in the dignified form of a large octavo, and 
under the imposing title of “Germany from 1760 to 1814,” the expec- 
tation such # book naturally excites is not gratfied. We of course 
expected, on opening the volume, to find mach original matter, derived 
from the authoress’s long residence in the couatry and acquaintance 
with its languaze and history, but were sadly disappointed to tnd it coa- 
sist almost entirely of Jong quotations, translated from diverseauthors 
sirung together, it is true, with dhe regard for time and place, but exhi- 
bitin, little more than the paste and scissors cleverness of a bookmaker, f) 
combined with tolerable powers of trunsiation. Of thefew original ideas |} 
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with which Mrs Austin has interlarded this scrap-book, there are one 
or two which we cannot hesitate to pronounce unjust and illiberal, 
Foremost among these is the opinion entertained by the writer of 
Napoleon, of his conduct and its effectsin Germany. Starting with 
unmitigated hatred of the great conqueror, and blind to all the 
valuable legal and political improvements introduced by him into Ger- 
many, Mrs Austin heaps upon Napoleon all the abuse and obloquy 
she can. In this, womanlike, she is biased by the unworthy conduct 

ursued by the Emperor towards the Queen Louisa ; but, in judging 

im, Mrs Austin ought not to overlook the fact, that even at the time 
of the invasion of Germany there were many among the people who 
preferred the grandeur of French slavery to the abject torpidity 
created by German mismenagement, while a still livelier sense, 
of affection it cannot be called, but of respect at least for 
the character of him she abuses, now animates the minds of the 
many even in Germany, whose aspirations for political pro- 
— and political freedom are more than ever crushed by the 

undless social tyranny of native princes and their governments. 
Harsh in ber judgment on Napoleon, Mrs Austin is unjust in the opi- 
pion she expresses of Ritter Lang, whose memoirs have afforded us un- 
mixed pleasure, with a great insight into the peculiar absurdities which 
characterised the diplomatic service in Germany at the close of the 
last century. Mrs Austin cal!s him a derisor,a sneering writer who could 
see nothing but the hard realities of life, and who found in them the 
materials for ridicule only. In a literary point of view she may be 
right, in preferring Géthe'’s highly coloured and varnished picture of 
the last coronation of a German Emperor at Frankfort, but, as a pic- 
ture of the manners of the time, of the meanness of earthly pomp in 
Germany, of the incomparable nothings with which German sovereigns 
Occupied themselves, Ritter Lang deserves credit for truthfulness and 
and care in painting details, while Gothe has drawn chiefly and 
ackuowledgedly from imagination. Without entering further into 
the contents of the book, we can recommend it to our readers as an 
amusing and well-selected collection of extracts from a variety of 
German authors, to whose writings it may perhaps introduce them. 
If the only result of its publication should be the translation of Ritter 
Lang’s memoirs, Mrs Austin will have rendered a service to the 
English literature.

these figures we see no reason for the alteration made in the rat® 
of discount in the week to which they refer. The bank was 
getting bills, the bullion was decreasing, private deposits were 
decreasing, and there was no inflax of money. 

Money, rather contrary to expectation, has been in demand all 
the week, and continues in demand to-day. As yet the dis- 
count brokers have made, since the alteration in the Bank rate 
of discount, no change in their terms, and the Bank is now 
getting a considerable quantity of bills—both facts significant of 
a continued demand for money. This demand is probably only 
temporary. The railways have just declared, or are about to 
declare, their dividends for the balf-year, and money will be re- 
quired to pay them. This may cause a momentary scarcity ; 


but with exchanges becoming favourable, with sovereigns return- | 


ing from Australia, with the prospect of an abundant harvest, 
and with trade not increasing in briskness, that money should 
continue so dear as it has been is not to be anticipated. 

There was not much business doing to-day in foreign ex- 
changes, but the business done was in general more favourable to 
England. 

The arrivals of gold in the week have been from New York, 
888,300 dols, value 177,666/; from the Brazils, 21,060; from 
Adelaide, 660 ounces gold, value 2,400/; from Melbourne, 
266,580/, which includes 11,000 sovereigns; and by the Tagus, 
23,650/—total, 491,356/. 

The funds have tended upwards through the week, and close 
firmly to-day. This is partly attributable to the alteration in 
the Bank rate of discount last week, a sign that money was be- 
coming cheaper, and partly to the favourable news from the 
Danube of the Russians having retreated. Lord Clarendon’s 
speech of last night was not without considerable iufluence to- 
day, and the funds showed an upward tendency to-day, declining 
to the opening price at the close of the market. Consols 
opened at 934 §, and closed at 93} 8. Money is abundantin the 
Stock Exchange, but the business done is chiefly speculative.

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There has been a more hopefal feeling prevalent to-day than 
for some time, chiefly induced by the news from the East, and 
the opinion formed that the Czar must speedily be brought.to his 
senses. The continued fine weather helped to produce the 
effect. 

The Turkish loan spoken of-~the details of which have been 
arranged, it is said, with Baron Goldsmid and Messrs Palmer, 
Mackillop, and Co—excites some interest, and some doubts are 
ex pressed whether it can even now be successfully negociated. The 
good faith of the Government is unimpeached, and its resources, 
whenever peace is restored and its independence securely guaran- 
teed, promise to be rapidly augmented. There is now, too, such a 
favourable feeling prevalent for the Turk, that the success of the 
loan seems highly probable. We are not yet, however, informed 
precisely either of the amount or the terms. 

Our news from New York shows that the money market there 
was recoverivg from the late disaster. The vast resources of 
the active and intelligent people of the States prevent such 
casualties as those which have lately occurred from having more 
than a very temporary effect. A litile dishonestly in one or two 
persons, or even in one or two cities, cannot materially affect the 
industry and its products of the rapidly-increasing population. 

The directors of the mint at Philadelphia have issued a circular 
announcing that from and after the first of July, the price to be 
paid for silver purchased at the mint, will be 1 dol 22$c per ounce 
of standard fineness (nine-tenths) as determined by assay at the 
mint.

Depositors of silver, on the 
assay being determiued, will be paid in gold or silver, at their 
option. 

"Among the inventions of the day which have been brought 
under our notice is one by Mr Julius Schlesinger, of Bradford, 
for reducing wood to pulp, and producing paper and pasteboara. 
The process is purely mechanical, and may be, in the present 
dearth of materials to make paper, of considerable value. As the 
process is carried on at Bradford, we have had no opportunity of 
inspecting it, and, as a practical question, we give no opinion 
concerning it. Nevertheless, for those interested in manufacturing 


paper, the subject may be worthy of investigation.

mails made up in this counrry for the United States, if apecially directed 
“via the Uaited States.” The postage upon letters sent to Mexico by this 
route will be : — When not exceeding } an ounce in weight, 1s 54 ; whem exceed 
ing $ am ounce and not exceeding 1 ounce, 28 10d; and 80 on, according to the 
scale for charging inland letters. Newspapers will be liable to a charge of 2d 
each. The postage of both letters and newspapers must be paid in advance. 
All correspondence for Mexico, not specially addressed te be sent via the United 
States, will continue to be despatched by the Weet India packet of the second 
of each month. 

MAILS FOR JaVA,—GENERAL Post-orrice, August, 1854.—Her Majesty’s 
Government having given permiseion for the contract packets of the Peninsular 
and Oriental Steam Navigation Company to discontinue calling at Batavia, on 
their outward voyage to Australia, once in two months, the direct communica- 
tion by British packet between Singapore and Batavia, heretofore exi-ting in 
connection with the overland India mail, hasnowceased. The correspondence 
for Java will hencefourward be made up ia London on every occasion of the 
despatch ofa mail to Iadia, both via Southampton and via Marseillee, and 
such correspondence will be conveyed by British packets as far as Singapore, 
whence it will be carried on to its destination by the packets of ths Netherland 
Government. Letters and newspapers fur Java will continue liable to the 
same rates of postage that are at present chargeable on them in this couutry.

COMMERCIAL EPITOME. 
FRIDAY EVENING. 

Tn Mark lane to-day the wheat market was dull, notwithstand- 
ing a small rise in Liverpool and Manchester and in Paris for corn 
to supply immediate wants. The terms of the market are not al- 
tered, but considerable sales could not have been effected without 
submitting to lower terms. Prime red wheat yet commands a 
most respectable price, and is likely to command it; but the 
supplies of oats from Archangel—84,000 quarters being afloat— 
and other places have been unexpectedly large, and the crops at 
home promising to be more than usually abundant, the price of 
oats is declining. Barley is in a similar position. ‘the supply of 
barley is likely to be large, and the price is ‘alling. 

The fine weather of the last few days has had amaterial effect 
on our harvest prospects, and counterbalanced the effects of the 
broken weather of last week and the week before. But it is now 
so plainly seen that much yet depends on the weather, though the 
quantity of corn on the ground is large, that there is no probability 
of any sudden and great fall. 

The foreign circulars which have reached us between the 4th 
and the 8th instant mention a change in the weather there cor- 
responding to the change here about the same period; and in 
some places the markets, affected by the rise here, had risen, but 
in general the weather had not been considered sufficiently bad to 
endanger the harvests, and the markets have continued dull. At 
New York, indeed, the price of flour had risen by the last in- 
telligence, the immense supplies having been found not quite equal 
to the enormous consumption in the towns on the seabord and 
to the vast quantities sold for exportation. 

The Minciug lane markets have been firm this week. Better 


prices have been obtained for sugar, on which an advance of 6d 


is fully established. 

Coffee, too, is a shade better. 

Tea also, in consequence of the news brought by the telegraph, 
and some orders from the Continent, advanced slightly, but was 
less firm to-day. The duty paid in the week ending the 3rd 
inst. at this port was on 602,773 Ibs, against 587,285 Ibs in the 
corresponding week of last year. 

For saltpetre a greater demand has arisen, and the former price 
is maintained.

The amounts show a falling off of 25 to 40 per cent. compared 
with the corresponding months of 1853, with the exception of 
London and Avignon, which have increased. 

Although the demand has not been extensive in the Liverpool 
cotton market during the present week, still a fair business has 
has been transacted, with sales of 46,000 bales, 38,000 bales of 
which are for spinners’ account, 4,000 bales for the exporters, 
and 4,600 bales on speculation. Quotations remain unchanged. 
To-day’s business is reported as 7,000 bales. That no advance 
has been established during the large transactions of the past two 
weeks, proves that the market must have been abundantly sup- 
plied. The last accounts received from America report a firm and 
higher market at New York for all the better qualities of cotton. 
At New Orleans the market was also active, with strict middling 
quoted at 8jc; where was also a great scarcity of the better 
descriptions. The bulk of the stock seems to consist of low 
cottons, In this market 2,400 bales have been sold at former 
prices, or rather with a trifling advance, owing to a limited choice. 

The colonial wool sales, which will terminate to-morrow, have 
continued with great spirit to the present time, All the better 
sorts of wool have advanced in price as the sales have gone on, 
and they will terminate. no doubt, much to the satisfaction of the 
importers. 

The oil and seeds market has been quiet this week. Tallow

| the demands of the season and fashion and transacting accordingly ; in 
the present month even these limited transactions experience a cessation, 
and the various houses in the trade are usually engaged in sorting up their 
goods, with the expectation of doing very little business before Septem- 
ber.

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AMERICAN CORN AND FLOUR MARKETS. 


New York, July 26.—Fiour anp MEAL.—There has been a farther con- 
siderable advance in the market for State and Western four since our last, 
superinduced by rapidly-dimiaishiag receipte, and &@ continued active demand, 
principally for home use. The export inquiry is light, the recent orders from 
England being limited below current pricer, and the low grades are, therefore, 
sustained with less firmness reletively than the medium and good qualities, 
We notice quite an active demand for Albany and Troy, which has been 
met by re-shipment from this point. Though Albany is the great entrepor for 
breadstuffs that reach ue by canals, prices in this market bave recently been 
ruling so high as to tempt forwarders to send their flour to New York direct, 
without detaining any; considerable portion at tide-water, as is some- 
times the case. Owing to this circumstance, it has been necessary for 
buyers, at both Albany and Troy, to take their requisite supplies from 
this market, and at prices somewat higher than would otherwise have 
been the case. The flour in transitu for thie market, via the canals 
cannot be left at Albany, having, of necessity, to come here to meet, 
the bills of exchange drawn against it—hence the re-shipments, Canada 
flour contiaues scarce, and the eules have been unimportant, at about previou 
rates. The bulk of the stock, as we have before remarked, consists of sour, 
small sales of which have been made at 6 dols to 6.50 dola in bond. The 
sales of domestic reach 23,000 brie, the market closing heavy for common 
and firm for good grade.

The imports consisted of 750 qrs from Dantzic, 450 qra from Gar- 
richa, 580 qrs from Neustadt, 832 qrs from Orphano, 725 qrs from Pillau, 
495 qrs from Stettin, 3,100 qra from Trieste, 2,250 qre from Venice, and 610 
qrs trom Wismar, making a total of only 9,792 qrs, against 6,005 qrs ex- 
ported. The arrivals of flour coastwise were 2,369 sacks, 100 sacks from 
Scotland, 3,620 sacks by the Eastern Counties railway, 975 eacks by the 
Great Northern, 177 sucks and 2,891 barrels from foreign ports: country 
marks were 2s per sack and American best brands 28 per barrel dearer. The 
arrivals of barley coastwise were 23 qra, and from foreign ports 8,220 qra: 
prices were barely supported, particularly for the light qualities from the 


| South of Europe. There were no English oats coastwise, 3,759 qrs from 


Scotland, 4,505 qrs from Ireland, and 11,543 qrs foreign; of ihe last, 5,830 
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neutral ships from Archangel, which, after the 1st instant, be- 
moe Sheil port. Prime heavy corn must be quoted fally 6d per qr 
dearer, and all other sorts as high ae last week. 
The importe at Liverpool on Tuesday were quite moderate, and, with a 
tty good attendance of town and country buyers, prices were 6d to 9d per 
70 Ibs higher on choice white wheat, and 4d to 6d on samples of red ; but the 
weather there having been fine since the 3rd instant, sales were only to the 
extent of the immediate requirements of the purchasers.

There have been limited imports at Hull, but the farmers brought forward 
a fair quentity of wheat, which sold at very irregular prices; still the best 
samples brought an advance of 53 to 44 per qr, commanding from 672 to 708 
per qr, 63 ibs: average, 638 44 on 144 qrs. Foreign wheat met a slow sale, 
at only 28 to 3s per qr improvement in price. 
The arrivals at Leeds were very short of all grain; fresh wheats were in 
fair demand, at 49 per qr advance: average, 60; 9d on 339 qrs. 
The deliveries of wheat at Ipswich were very short, and a quick sale was 
experienced to the millers at 43 to 68 per qr more money: average, 573 2d 
mn 374 qre. 
r The fresh arrivals at Mark lane on Wednesday were short of English and 
those of foreign fair. Wheat supported Monday’s advance, with a few buyers 
of the better qualities. Ia other articles there was no quotable change.

Lonpon AND Nortu-WesTerN.—The half-yearly financial statement 
of this company has just been issued by the directors.
